Epitome. 


General direction: North-west. The road is passable throughout for light 
lorries, A-T. earts and field guns, except in times of flood and after heavy snow. 
‘Water, supplies of meat and milk, grazing and fuel should normally be 
suflicient for a small force at all stages. 
Obstacles: The Talvar River at Salmatabad is the main possible obstruction, 
but the bridge there has been strongly repaired since Mr. Calvert’s report was made, 
Camping grounds: Good, 


Communications : Bijar is connected by road with— 


(e Zinjan; road passable for light motors in dry season, 
(b) Senneh; road passable for pack animals, 

(¢) Qurveh; road passable for carts. 

(a) Takkan Tappeh; road passable for carts. 


Climate : Near Hamadan snow lies on the plain for three months and makes the 
‘unmetalled roads very difficult; near Bijar the passes are often closed by snow for 
long periods, 
Special note for motor transport: The journey to Bijar in dry weather should 
easily. be accomplished in a day. In wet weather Behar (stage 1), with its 
irrounding marshy plain, should be avoided, and the slightly longer road through 
Salehabad to Hassan Qishlagi followed. "This route starts along the main 
Kermanshah road and does not leave Hamadan separately, as shown in map 9B 
Two narrow bridges before Multappeh, a rocky hill between that village and Babam- 
terai, the bridge, if damaged, at Saliiatabad, the narrow and sloping road by Bab 
Reshani and the rocky descent from the pass into Bijar should be the only places of 
real difficulty, No attempt has been made to mention places where water channels 
or other small obstacles could be put right by two men within half an hour. ‘The 
journey was made early in May, after an exceptionally wet winter and spring, and 
At that time light cars were passing along the road without trouble, ‘The Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company now keep a small stock of petrol and oil at Bijar.

Stage 1/17. Khushab, 17 miles. 


‘As far as Behar, mile 9, the road crosses a fertile plain and is good, despite 
small irrigation ditches. The road through this village is dificult, being narrow, 
uneven and winding, and would be very muddy in wet weather, Shortly after the 
village there is a narrow bridge in need of repair, but the channel it crosses could 
casily be filled, On to Khushab Bala the road traverses a sandy plain and two water 
courses have to be crossed, but their beds are firm and no difficulty should be 
experienced there except after wet. In bad weather the somewhat longer road 
through Salehabad to Hassan Qishlagi should be followed by motors, as described

‘The first 6 miles are specially good over a plain: the road then drops down a 
mall valley which, with its stream and consequent fertility, is followed for the next 
30 miles, At Kukhurd Balla—mile 9—a small village, the road ascends a short 
but steep hill before dropping again to Kukhurd Pain at mile 1, a large, but 
practically treeless, village through which the road is much broken up. To 
Mfahmoudnbad, lying on its west, the road is good and runs along the side of the 
valley... Water, supplies and eamping ground good. (Nore.——"* Routes” gives, Khan 
Thaghi as the stage here, but this otherwise suitable village lies at least 14 miles off 
the main road and only a yery rough track leads to it.) 


Stage 4/81. Kizil Aghach, 21 miles. 


‘The road continues along the level valley, passing the ruined villages of 
Chiguni and Saifabad at mile 2 and mile 84, to reach the bridge over the ‘alvar 
Re ta Saimatabad at mile 10, This bridge is strongly made with five arches; the 
12 foot-wide rondway being carried on poplar baulks supported on three brick piers 
for a total span of 0 yards; there is much timber close at hand for repair, work, 
while the river, being wide and shallow, with a firm pebble bed, could in dry 
Weather probably be forded by motor as well as by otber transport without great 
Uiioulty just down stream of the bridge; in May, after an unusually wet season, 
there was not more than 2 fect of water; it is not thought that this bridge would 
stand up to much heavy motor traffic as the timber used is not of a strong type; 
Bab Beshani at mile 14 is another much ruined village, but water, supplies and 
camping ground are good, Leaving this village the road, runs along a narrow 
sloping shelf for a short distance, but the ground is not rocky and the track could 
fqulekly be improved; later the road is good again, passing Darakayas, a large and 
prosperous village at mile 14, on the east side, and shortly afterwards turning up out 
pret main valley to teach Kizil Aghach with its large gardens, good water spring, 
‘and plentiful supplies.

__ General direction: South-west. ‘The very rocky and narrow road up out of 
Bijar, to which an alternative route might be found, but is not at present known, and 
the steep rocky gorge between Alpinak and Bavari, are both quite impassable for 
motor transport, the latter being too bad for other than pack transport, Carts from 
Bijar to Senne follow, the telegraph line through Daulayyir to Abbasabad, from 
‘where they are reported to be able to follow the valley of the Katchigird River to 
Deh Gulan on the main Hamadan-Senneh road. ‘The military at Senneh are 
propoting to make a motor road Funning north to Karalo, and from there to, Bijar, 
put, nothing has yet been done about the last half of this road, and it is not known 
when it will be completed. 

Water, supplies of meat and milk, grazing and fuel, should normally. be 
suificient for a small force at Nadari, Saran Sarik, Aslammars, Alpinak and Bavari, 

Camping grounds at these places are also quite good.

letween Khilak and Aslammars, which at mile 9 is a large village with plentiful 
supplies, From there the road rises most of the way through Kummaragh, a small 
village, to Alpinak, at mile 15. This is a fair-sized village, and there is a suitable 
camping ground among trees and close to a spring, about 4 mile further on, ‘The 
Kulit-Hajie-Khani,stetching avay to tho south from this plao, are of consider: 
able height, ‘The road continues to rise to the Machaka pass, after which it 
descend very, stgply hy a track quite impossible for any whesed transport to 
Mazraeh at inile 22, where the gorge widens into a fertile valley, From close past 
this village two roads lead into Senneh, and both are very fair; the one by Kurahat 
and the other through Bavari, a large village at mile 25; the latter road is the 
better, as it has been made good for motors, and the brick bridge, with two large and 
four sinall arches, at mile 28 over the Qishlag River is up to heavy transport; timber 
for repair work is close to this bridge. ‘The road passes over several low ridges at 
short intervals, the city not coming into view till within 1 mile. Senneh, known 
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Jocally as Kurdistan, is surrounded by mountains; the barracks are situated on a 
hill in its centre: a good new road passes through the city from north to south:, the 
military have a landing ground outside the city; water and supplies are plentiful.

Notes for Motor Transport. 


‘The road. follows the telegraph line, branching off from the main Kermanshah 
road some 8 miles from Hamadan, and not, as Map 9B and as “Routes "’ would seem 
to indicate, leaving the town by a separate route. It is quite clear throughout, and is 
good for light lorries, such as Dodge 2-ton trucks, which constantly use it; in dry 
Weather the journey should be accomplished in five hours, but in severe 
Winter weather the pass near Hamakasi, and also the more formidable cne named 
Gaduk-iKhel, 7,600 fect high, before Salatabad, are often blocked, and no 
pormanent road gangs are stationed there to clear them, 

“The military are still having york done on a new alignment between Salehabad 
and Qurveh, but only in parts is this drained and lightly-metalled track in use as yet. 

No large bridges have to be crossed excepting that close to Senneh over the 
Qishlag River, which is well built of brick. ‘The villages by the road appeared to be 
ina good state, and sufficient supplies from them should be available, Qurveh is the 
largeat village and provides a convenient halfway stopping place. 

Considerable work has been carried out on the descent towards Senneh, the 
steoper side, from the Gaduk-i-Khel, and the surface was in good condition, though 

oad is on the narrow side, and for heavy lorries some of the corners would 
difficult, ‘The old caravan ronte descends from the pass more directly and steeply, 
‘uid motors could not use it. 

Teis regretted that fuller details were not obtained, but for much of the way T

No. 4,—Report on Defensive Position to North-West of Hamadan, May 1930. 


On the only occasion in recent joe when the defence of Hamadan from 


possible attack from the north-west had to be planned, troops were sent for this 
Purpose all the way to Bijar and to Senneb. . Then it was particularly important to 
Climinate any risk of an enemy force approaching the Kermanshah-Hamadan— 
Kazvin road, even in small numbers, for a raid. 

‘It is understood, however, that under the possible situation now under 
consideration. the defence of Hamadan would be primarily of importance because of 
its position on the lines of communication running north and south. 

Details are, therefore, not given in this report of positions so far distant and so 
diffioult of approach as are Bijar and Senneh, both of which towns, moreover, would 
be difficult to defend except from a distance, as they are surrounded by mountains, 
while troops holding them would have no good lateral inter-communication. 

‘the district to the immediate north-west of Hamadan is, to the best of my 
knowledge, shown only by reference to three maps of the Indian Survey 3-inch series, 
namely, Nos. 0A, OB and 2M, so I have prepared the attached sketch map from these 
three 4a order to facilitate examination of this report.* ‘The tracks (marked = —— 
fn'the sketch) have only in a few cases been followed, but none of them near the 
mountains are thought to be fit for more than pack transport, 

Me" Gazetteer” and also “Routes in Persia," of the latter of which certain 
amendments are enclosed with this same cover, give details of the places under 
consideration, and these I have not attempted to repeat in this short review,

No. 5—Commereiat and General Notes on Journey to Bijar, May 1930, 


In good weather, after unusually plentiful spring rains, the country was looking 
1 its best, and erop prospects were excellent. Grain prices, however, are low in 
Hamadan,’ where the surplus from crops is generally sent, and cultivators seemed 

be less’ pleased and enterprising than should have been the ease if marketing 
wonditions were better. 

‘The lack of enterprise or energy was also patent from the fact, that many 
illages, of which the rebuilding of the mud walls would not have entailed great 
Jabour or expense, have lain in ruins since the damage was done by the Armenian 
ud other invaders some twelve years ago. Insecurity from raids can no longer 
fe put forward as an excuse for this neglect, for the general security is quite 
Lsionishingly good, 

Landlords, however, are not thought to be any less rapacious than they used 
} be, probably their increasing tendency to spend much time and money either in 
he capital or abroad has the opposite result, and they are largely to blame for the 
liepressing state of many villages. 

It is a poor country in any case for water is scarce, nothing being done to 
sniserve it, and much of the land, except near the streams, is only cultivated, if at 
hil, every third year, lying fallow in the interval. Besides wheat, barley and beans, 
ane tobaceo, biit no opium, is grown. Horses and cows are not numerous, but many

2, The avowed object of Reuben Pasha’s visit to Tehran is to obtain arms for 
the Turkish Kurds, While he estimates the numbers of the Turkish forces at about 
6,500, the Persian general at Tabriz, informed Mr, Palmer that the Turkish forces 
wore estimated at 15,000 men, with airplanes and artillery. ; 

‘As regards the statement in paragraph § of Mr, Palmer's despatch that it 

was the Persian policy, according to Amir Alam, to assist the rebel Kurds with 
food and ammunition against the Turks, this is undoubtedly an exaggeration. 
‘Teymourtache, it is true, claims that all Kurds should properly be Persian subjects, 
‘Their historien! and religious affinity is to Persia, he maintains, and not to Turkey, 
‘and consequently Persian policy towards the Kurds has always been based on 
Concilintion and understanding, "At the same time, the idea of a united Kurdistan 
is anathema to the Persian Government, and for this reason the Wilsonian theory 
of self-determination with special rights for minorities, with which His Majesty's 
Government are vaguely supposed to be in sympathy, is held in the greatest suspicion.

Report of an Interview with Reuben Pasha on June 26. 


T MET by appointment on the 26th June one Reuben Pasha, who informed me 
that he was Minister of War in Armenia in 1914, and is a pee ‘on a secret missioo 
to Tehran. He wishes to get support from the British and Persian Governments for 
the Turkish Kurds of Ararat. 

T was given to understand that the latter have, for the past three or four years, 
been attempting to throw off the Turkish yoke, and) werw actoally, at present, mor 
‘or less independent, in spite of the efforts of the Turks to subdue them. 

‘A planned offensive was commenced by the Turks against the Ararat Kurds 02 
about the 10th June. Reuben Pasha estimates the Turkish forces to. numbet 
1,500 regulars and some 5,000 irregulars, which is less than reported from other 
sources, ‘The Kurds control two spheres—one to the north of Erjish, and the other, 
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the area of the Mounts Ararat and to the west. They wish to absorb the region 
hetween these tivo spheres, and make the whole into one revolutionary area. ‘The 
Turkish forces are divided into two groups, one operating from south of Erzerum 
towards the Ararats, and the second from north-west of Lake Van towards Erjish 
and Bayazid. The area of operations is very difficult for regular troops, and the 
Turks have much difficulty in maintaining forces in this region, The Soviet are 
allowing supplies for the Turkish army to be forwarded on Soviet railways and 
through the U.S.S.R. The Turkish Kurds are suffering from the usual shortage 
of ammunition. This is their only requirement to enable them to hold out against 
the Turks, Reuben Pasha’s only request is that the Ararat Kurds may, unoflicially, 
be supplied with ammunition. 

‘When he suggested to me that, if the British Government agreed, he could convey 
ammunition very secretly from Iraq to the Kurds, I had to inform that his request 
was ridiculous, and I could not even consider mentioning the matter seriously to His 
Majesty's Minister. I gathered that he had reasons to hope that he might he more 
successful with the Persian Government. 

Reuben Pasha's line of argument is that the Soviet consider the Turks merely 
catspaws. They will unofficially help the Turks to subdue the Kurds, with the object 
of eventually themselves absorbing this area by peaceful penetration; the Soviet 
would then be in.a position to extend their influence eastwards to the southern shores 
of the Caspian Sea, and southwards and into Traq. ‘This is Reuben Pasha’s threat 
hy means of which he hopes to obtain the object of his present mission to Tehran,

5. He considers that the Turks might do better if they split their forces into 
several composite columns of not less than 4,000 strong each, who attacked Mount.

I HAVE the honour to report that the Soviets are now making overtures to the 
rebels in the Caucasus highlands, and asking them to lay down their arms and 
return home, 

2 'The reply appears to have been a flat refusal unless the policy of 
nationalisation of land and livestock be completely dropped. 

3, The Russians have, T am told, about 8,000 troops in the Nakchevan zone, 
5,000 to 6,000 in the Zangizur zone and 40,000 at a spot near the junction of the 
Paku-Julfa and Baku-Tillis Railways, called Yevlak. 

4, In the region of Nakchevan the armed rebels are said to number 3,000; 
while it would now appear likely that the 1,500 rebel refugees from this district, 
iho had fled to Mount Ararat, have returned to the Nakchevan district before the 
‘Turkish attack on Mount Ararat begun, 

5. At least one refugee chief—Kerbalay Mohamed, sone of Shahsuvar Bey of 
Nakchevan—received warning of the intended Turkish attack on Ararat. He crossed 
into Persia with 200 followers about ten days ago, and, after stay of four or five 
days, crossed into the Nakchevan district and joined the rebels there, 

6. Frequent small attacks are made on the railway and railway guards by the

2. This account is mostly based on reports in the press, which necessarily 
interpret facts in a light favourable to the Turkish forces, but any information that 
nas been received from other sources tends to show that in its main lines the official 
jersion accords with the actual facts. 

3, It would appear that the recent attempt on the part of the insurgents was 
»» a larger scale and had more ambitions objectives. than the earlier fighting round 
Agri Dag. It consisted, in brief, of an incursion of tribes over the Persian frontier, 

sith the object of cutting off the troops engaged in the Agri Dag area, and, with the 
clp of disaffected elements in the population, of marching on Diarbekir, The 
ss, however, were met by a strong Turkish force and in a battle which lasted 
rm the 5th to the 9th July suffered a severe defeat. A rennant of their forces 

solated on the hills north of Lake Van, 

It is evident that the rebels expected to receive considerable support from 
local inhabitants, mostly of Kurdish origin, and from reactionaries discontented 
sith the present régime. ‘There is evidence of religious propaganda by manifesto 
hid by word of mouth, and a large number of villages are said to have helped the 
Kurds. A proclamation by Ibrahim Tali Bey, however, praises the loyalty of the 
fijority of the population, and states that many enfisted voluntarily. in tho 
Government forces. 
5. ‘The forces for this invasion were concentrated over the Persian frontier, and 
eged that they were aided and supplied with material by the Persian 
huthorities, ‘They were, apparently, organised in two formations, the first 
commanded by a certain Resul, the other led hy the son of Kér Huseyn and the son

gf ede Turkiah officer, Major Mahmut Bey, has also been named as a leader

6, These bands crossed the frontier at Geyrichamian and Achigiran towards 
the middle of June, and advanced on Ereis, enrolling some of the local Kurds in their 
Forces, and destroying the villages of those who opposed them.

7. On the 5th July the infantry of the southern corps, referred to in. my 
jespatch No, 5, met the rebels in the Zilan Valley, north of Ereis, and with the help 
nf several air squadrons attacked them in force. ‘The engagement lasted until the 
ith July, when the surviving Kurds in this area were exterminated, Many had 

rendered, including the son of Kor Hnseyn, who was wounded, and the killed 
stimated at 1,500, Another detachment hns been surrounded on the hoights 
»/ Suphan Dag and is ina desperate condition, 

8. During this action the airmen are said to have shown great courage and 
initiative in bombing and firing machine guns from a low altitude, ‘The effect on 
he tribesmen is claimed to have been very great. On the other hand, at least throe 
n<roplanes were brought down by rifle and machine-gun fire. ‘The airmen were killed 
nid mutilated by the Kurds. 

9. The early surrender of the survivors of these tribes is expected, but it is 
knowledged that in the Agri Dag area a remnant of at least 1,500 is still at large. 
alih Pasha is to direct the operations for their extermination. 

10. It seems clear that this rising was on a very large scale, and that it was 
tended to act as the centre for disturbances throughout the eastern districts. Tt 
ould, T suiggest, have had better chances of success if it could have synchronised 
rith the earlier revolts round Agri Dag, which broke out prematurely. 

11. On the other hand, it is evident that the Turkish Government means to 
ike @ definite settlement of the Kurdish danger. ‘Their forces were organised 
“eral months ago, and the action of the two corps was to have been simultaneous 
nud to have combined with that of the cavalry. ‘The fact that the northern corps 

‘me into action before the southern corps had arrived in the area of operations has,

WITH reference to my despatches Nos, 273 and 274 of yesterday and to-day, 
the following information given to me by Mrs. McGrath, better known perhaps as 
Rosita Forbes, who passed through here on Friday last on her way from Aleppo to 
London, is of some interest, when read in connexion with Tevfik Ruisti’s statements 
to meon the 12th instant, : < 

2. Mrs, McGrath had come practically direct from the Turco-Persian frontier, 
where she had spent the eleven days before the 23rd June. She had been travellin 
In Persia and had hoped to cross over into Russia, and for this purpose had receiv 
‘letter from the Minister of Court to Zafer-ed-Dowleh, the Persian general com 
manding the troops in Azerbaijan. When she got to Tabriz she found that, contrary 
to what Tevfik Riistii told me, the Persians were, in fact, haying great trouble with| 
the Soviet authorities on the Caucasian frontier. She herself saw numbers of 
refugees, who were pouring in daily, including the wounded survivors, some eleven 
in number, of the 100, (200) who, as reported in the press, had tried to swim the river 
‘and had been shot down in the water by Soviet troops. Any question of her crossing] 
into Russia was thus at an end, but, hearing of the trouble on the Turkish frontier 
and of an opportunity to go thero, her journalistic instincts led her to make the 
attempt. 

3. ‘Through an intermediary she was put into touch with a Kurd, who, however] 
was only free to proceed after a conference which he was having with Zafer-ed 
Dowleh> Mrs, MeGrath, with her Kurd, then left Tabriz, and travelled vid Khoi to 
‘point south of Maku, where the car was left behind,’ ‘Thereafter she went ox 
horeeback, and was among the Kurds for eleven days. So far as could be made out 
from the very mndequate map Mrs, McGrath had with her, and from such place| 
names as she had heard, she crossed the Turkish frontier, but to no great distance} 
‘and was nover near any serious fighting. Mrs. McGrath spent three days at villa 

ied one of the wrecked Turkish aeroplanes. 
‘lled and then stretchei| 
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thence entered Iraq through Diana, where they found a detachment of Assyrian 
levies, to Rowanduz. 

"5. Throughout her journey on the frontier Mrs. McGrath saw no signs of any 
Turkish officials or soldiers and heard very little of fighting. She was quite definite 
on the subject of Persian assistance to the rebels, as witness her Kurdish guide's 
meeting with the general at Tabriz, and she knew for a fact that ammunition and 
supplies were regularly crossing the frontier from Persia. 

6. I imagine that Mrs. McGrath's guide took good care to keep well clear of 
any Turkish troops. Still, she certainly risked both her personal safety in that wild 
country and the chance of an “ incident "' between Turkey and ourselves, though I 
hope that her confidence will be respected, for otherwise the intermediaries who, 
certainly for cash but also in good faith, arranged her journey, will pay a heavy 
penalty. For this reason she told me that she would be unable to make use of her 
experiences in the English press.

IN my despatches Nos, 273, 274 and 275 1 have tried to furnish some account of 
recent events in Kurdistan, though the complete lack of any information beyond 
rumour and the doctored reports of Turkish press correspondents, makes anything 
like accuracy impossible. 

2, It is as difficult to arrive at any definite conclusion as to the origin of the 
whole business—whether, indeed, it started from the Kurdish attacks on Turkish 
‘outposts reported by His Majesty's consul at Tabriz as having occurred in April 
last, or whether those attacks were due to repressive measures begun or intended by 
the Turks against the Kurds beyond Lake Van, 

3. After the suppression of the Kurdish rising of 1025, a shrewd observer, 
much in touch with Kurds, said they would never submit, but’ would rise again in 
five years, when they had recovered from their losses On the other hand, it had 
been growing clear that Ibrahim Tali’s (the Inspector-General of the Eastern 
Vilayets) policy of “peaceful penetration” was making no headway east of 
Diarbekir, and sterner measures may have been decided upon, the more so as, reading, 
between the lines of the Turkish press, there was clearly a fear that growing unrest 
in Kurdistan might, if not suppressed, spread to other areas and encourage latent 
disaffection to raise its head, 

4, It may therefore well he that the Turkish Government decided to liquidate 
the Kurdish question for good and all this year, and, though the process has cost 
more than was expected, on the whole luck has been with the Turks, In the first 
place, as Major O'Leary points out (see my despatch No, 274), the fact that fighting 
sated rowed Mount Avakat before 1 bevan at Eris was all in favour of the orks, 
‘Then the support given by Persia has afforded a legitimate pretext to the Turks to 
insist on the frontier rectification they demand. And, lastly, the ‘rebellion "’ gives 
the needed excuse for the laying waste of Kurdistan’ and its inhabitants— 
Tevfik Riistii said to me that it would be necessary to re-people the district with 
‘Turkish refncees from elsewhere—while its effective suppression will extinguish all 
embers of discontent in other districts. , 

5. All the same, the Government has undoubtedly passed through some anxious 
moments, and, thongh the final balance of the account may be in Turkey's favour, 
all enemies of this country and its present Government will be able to count among 
their most fervent adherents those Kurds who escape the savage retribution that is 
now being put in force.

I mentioned this yesterday to the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and said it was 
really very petty to ask the Indian Railway Administration to pay duty on these 
Tallgiotridiwete (ative by metvauceal Vocalganwmleearelnay ema 
ran at_a considerable loss, entirely borne by the Government of India, was of increasing 
henefit to Persian trade, His Highness took note of what I said and promised to

additional information is given as to the methods employed by the Bolsheviks in 
Gilan to obtain the services of young Persians as propagandists, 
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2. Tam told by a former Majlis Deputy for Pahlavi (Enzeli) that this method 
is one which has been employed in Persia already for some years, and that he knows 
of two youths who availed themselves of this offer of “ education ” a few years ago. 
He further informs me that the Russian school in Tehran offers free education in 


Rssia to its most promising pupils, and that that simply means education in the 
approved methods of spreading Bolshevik propaganda, 

3. The Soviets are generally believed to devote much care and attention to their 
schools for propaganda, especially the school at ‘Tashkent, which is frequented by 
youths from Eastern peoples, but, if one may judge of general results by the headway 
made in Persia, the success is at present hardly commensurate with the time, labour 
and expense involved.

‘The 
matter came to his notice over the case of a young man named Sadiqi, who recently 
applied for a visa to go to Russia for purposes of education, while at the samo time 
Avulging that his income vas 19 tomans per month, 

3. Kashavaz has since 1922 ieen the Munshi Bashi of the Russian consulate, 
and previous activities of his in the local educational world were reported 
paragraph 7 of my deapatch No, 7 of tho &th February, 1020. | Shirinoff js his 
brother-in-law, used to be a member of Rustransit, and how directs the section of 
Zakgostorg that runs the Russian silk business here. Shabrang is a teacher, a negro 
half-caste, and was associated with the Bolsheviks in their invasion of Gilan, 
Siahmak is an employee of the Fisheries, Kashavaz is reported to receive from the 
consulate a salary of 400 tomans per month, of which 150 are his personal allowance 
and 250 for propaganda. 

4. I doubt if many recruits are thus sent to Moscow, but the machinery 
provided for doing it offers a certain interest.

Note respecting the Junkers Company Air Service to Persia. 


(Becret,) 
Junkers Company in Persia, 


US company now operate a civil air service in Persia without any Persian 
Government subsidy and guarantees, They boast that this is the only air line in the 
world which exists without Government support. ‘They receive, however, financial 
help, when and if required, from the headquarters of Junkers Company in Berlin, 
who, in their turn, may receive the amount required from the German Government. 
‘There is no reliable information on this point. Junkers Company in Persia receive 
100 per cent. of all air postal surcharges, 

M, Veil, Junkers ‘manager in ‘Fehran, informed me that. he was employed in 
a Junkers factory, for constructing their aircraft, in Russia. It was found that 
in this factory a completed aeroplane cost just four times as much to make as an 
ilentical one did in Gormany. Whe factory was therefore closed down, 

‘The following aireraft are at present employed in Persia : All Junkers : Four 
Standird W. 33—-Bremen type; four Standard P13 ty ype. Of these one of the 
Tattor is leased to the Anglo Persian Oil Company (pilot Wanderheim). ‘The ubove 
nircraft can quickly be altered into seaplanes by fitting floats. This has been done 
‘nee or twice for service on the Caspian Sea. 

‘The following pilots are employed. Six German and one Russian :—

‘he Tenor | far flown by the\service in one month is 70,000 kilom: +8 good 
average is 60,000 kilom. ‘The record for a single pilot in one month is 23,000 kilo 
‘The company assume that each pilot is capable of flying 20,000 kilom. per month, 
so without increasing their aircraft or personnel, they can still deal with nearly 
double the traffic that they have at present, 

Minor accidents are comparatively frequent on account of weather conditions 
and the state of aerodromes. No injury has, however, yet occurred to any passenger, 
nor damage to freight carried. The worst accident so far recorded was between 
‘Tehran and Meshed when, whilst landing, the wing tip touched the ground and 
broke. ‘The pilots find flying conditions very bad; on the plains, dust storms and 
haze; and on the plateau, storms, clouds and very bad visibility in the winter and 
spring. Last winter on the Tehran-Shiraz route, no less than seventeen forced 
landings had to be made. All were successfully carried out. 

‘The company’ workshops, situated on the civil nerodrome at Tehran, though small, 
ao very wall equipped. Ii forms of repair, including a complete overhaul, can be 
carried out locally, eee 

‘There are no hangars for civil aircraft anywhere in Persia. Junkers Company, 
not finding these absolutely essential, and being a commercial concern, cannot at 
peas afford to build hangars, even though the local personnel would appreciate 

aving them. In the same way complaints are received that the W. 33 type of 
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aeroplane, being really a freight machine, is most uncomfortable for passengers. The 
company would like to convert the body, but would then have to lose the space occupied 
by one passenger, which they are, at present, unable to afford.

Junkers will not enter for the aircraft competition which the Persian Govern- 
ment propose to hold at the end of August 1930 in order to select the most suitable 
type of aircraft for the Persian Air Force, Last year the company supplied two, 
wpe F. 18 L to the local air force, ‘These are flown by the German pilots employed 
by the air force, 

Junkers would like to extend their air line to Afghanistan by way of Meshed- 
Herat-Kandabar-Kabul and, if possible, Peshawar, During the past three years 
they have three times flown special machines to Kandahar, Ex-King Amanulla, 
during his Enropean tour in 1928, acquired three Junkers aircraft, ‘These were 
wrecked in Kabul during the rebellion in 1998-99, ‘The company have sent an 
engineer mechanic to Kabul, at the request of the Afghan Government, to inspect 
these machines, and, if possible, put them into serviceable condition. 


Persian Air Force. 


In September 1929 the air force received what should have been a consignment 
of six D.H. 9’s—400 h.p. Liberty engines—from the U.S.8.R. Of these one met with 
an accident between Baku and Pahlavi, and another between Pahlavi and ‘Tehran; 
in consequence only four were eventually received in Tehran, ‘The Persian Govern: 
ment were char, 19,000 tomans for each of these aeroplanes. On the 22nd June, 
1930, six more aircraft of the same type were received in Pahlavi. In order to avoid 
all risks, these were packed in crates and sent by steamer to Pahlavi. The cost of 
this consignment was 65,000 tomans. I am informed that all the above aircraft 
will prove unsatisfactory. The engines are not well made, and the material ge1 Hy 
is bad, They are quite suitable for lying in the vicinity of the aerodrome, but 
trouble will inevitably occur if long distance flights are attempted.

WITH reference to my despatch No, 208 of the 80th June last, I have the 
honour to transmit herewith the translation of an article which appeated in the 
‘Tehran newspaper ‘Iran’ on the 10th July which rebuts a report spread by a 
‘Turkish news agency that the Persian Government was aiding and abetting the 
‘Turkish Kurds in their struggle against the Turkish Government. 

2. ‘Tho ‘Iran’ newspaper is used by the Persian Government more than any 
other Tehran newspaper when the Persian authorities desire to air an opinion 
seriously, and it may be looked upon as a kind of semi-official organ, and this article 
is most certainly inspired, 

3. Ldo niot doubt that the official view of the Persian Government in the 
‘Turkish Kurd question is exactly as the “Iran "” depicts it, but I doubt whether the 
frontier authorities really put this officitl view into full practice, Persia and 
‘Turkey treat their Kurdish population so very differently that it is hard to believe 
that Persian private opinion is in complete harmony with'the official pronouncement, 
and can regard Turkey's treatment of the Kurds as anything but barbarous, 
Dr. Amir Aalam’s remarks (referred to in paragraph 3 of my despatch referred to 
above) may be taken as a sample of the individual Persian's sympathy with the 
Kurdish tribes in their troubles. ; : 

4, Later comments in the Tehran press accuse the Soviets of propagating false 
news in this connexion with the twofold object of showing up Persia as an unworthy 
neighbour and of demonstrating a justification for their recent military raid in the 
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neighbourhood of Khudaferin, I asked the Minister for Foreign Affairs about this 
this morning, and T found bis Highness quite decided in his view, that the Soviet 
Government were trying to stir up trouble between the Turkish and Persian Govern- 
ments by falsely accusing the Persian Government to the ‘Turks of aiding and 
abetting the Kurdish insurgents, His Highness went on to speak with considerable 
eat of the impossibility of ever dealing with a Russian Government, whether 
‘Toarist or Communist, Both were equally unreliable and untrustworthy. 

3. Meanwhile, the Persian Frontier Commission, which was to have met the 
‘Turks on the 10th July in order to resume the delimitation of the Turco-Persian 
frontier, has not yet left Tehran, and the reason for the delay is the fighting, going 
on with the Kurds, although the Turkish mission is said to have started. The 
members of the mission are very pessimistic of success, as apparently both commis- 
sions Inst year came to the conclusion that their views for delimitation were so 
opposed that the matter would have first to be discussed diplomatically either in 
Tehran or Angora, ‘The higher authorities, both Persian and Turk, do not 
apparently share this view, but Iam informed by a member of the commission that 
it Is nono the less true, Feroughi, when Ambassador in Angora, appears to have 
taken account only of villages in the district. in dispute, leaving the question of ways 
‘of communication and rivers to be decided on the spot, and it is in settling to which 
Side these belong that the insuperable difficulty lies for the members of the 
commission.

UNDER this title the newspaper in the editorial says :— 

For some time Turkey, our neighbour, has been ocoupied with troubles amongst 
the Kurds, We have been, and are still, sorry for this, owing to the sincere relations 
Which exist between Persia and Turkey, and we hope most earnestly that this 
problem, like other problems which the ‘Turkish Government has successfully 
Erappled with, will be completely solved and settled. ; 

Kbout one week ago we published a brief account, translated from foreign 
papers of the Kurdish disturbances in Turkey for the information of our honourable 
vdders, the repetition of which is unnecessary here, But the Anatolia Agency has 
Tecantiy, published a report in this connexion, which has been reproduced in the 
Vernactldr papers of ‘Tehran, and which compels us to write an article on this 
‘question, ‘The report was as follows :— 


“Khalid Agha, with 100 associates, went to Persia, procured arms and 
then raided ‘Turkish territory. According to reliable reports received, the 
Insurgents wero afforded facifities openly in Persia, and rations are supplied 
to them from Maku.” 


4 wublicatiun of this report by the Anatolia Agency is a cause of much regret, 
ee eee eicinkish pablic opinion and alanis the Turks, who have always 
pecaustivocates of strengthening Perso-Turkish political relations, As, we. do not 
aesire that there andi the slightest misunderstanding between the Persian and 
er arkeeh Governments, we deem it necessary to deny the above report, and to 
Complain of the agency in question for publishing this news without making proper 
enquiries ag to its rughentivity or otherwise, for by such means misunderstandings 
may arise between the worsen tes the Turks, both of whom are anxious for 

incere and friendly relations. wiks 
ela ‘made special Voguiries into the matter from most reliable internal 
sourtes, where the news had caused astonishment mingled with regret, because not

only the Kurdish insurgents had not been assisted in Persia, but measures favouring 
the Turkish Government had been taken by the Persian Government. ‘These 
-asures were of the following category :— 


1, ‘The Persian Goyernment proposed to the ‘Turkish Government as a measure 
of help to the latter to adopt a policy in common with the Turkish 
Goyernment and to carry out that policy until the question of the Kurdish 

__._ insurgents in ‘Turkey had been completely settled. 

2, ‘The Persian Government has instructed its agents to close the frontier in 
Persian Kurdistan so that neither the Persian Kurds might be able to 
help the ‘Turkish Kurds nor the Turkish Kurds misuse the open frontier 

__._ and take refuge there from Turkish forces, 

8, To put these measures into execution the Persian Government ordered the 
Persian Kurdish tribes to come away from the frontier inside the country 
so that they may not have any communication with the Turkish Kurds. 

. Asa few Kurds who had previously come from Turkey to Persian territory 
had not obeyed orders, the Persian Government had expelled them in 
consequence, 

5. In view of the attention which the Persian Government pays to the Persian 
Kurds whom it considers as ordinary Persian subjects, the Persian 
Kurds are not allowed either to aid and abet the Turkish Kurds or to 
receive the latter as refugees. 

. Our Government has issued instructions to its, frontier authorities to 
co-operate with the Turkish frontier agents with the object of creating 
complete confidence between the two Governments, and in order to enable 
the agents of both Governments to take measures with discretion and full 
knowledge of the situation, 


In short, the Persian Government have treated Turkey sincerely like a brother 
in thistatter, and in view of that we did'not expect the Agatolin Agency lo publish 
such a report ‘without previously referring to reliable official sources of news. 

We, who are advocates of centralisation, and who have been following up this 
yoliey for the last few years in the country; we, who are always against any kind of 
internal instigations and who do not allow anybody to make instigations against the 
interests of the country; we, who know and havo faith in the fact that a country in 
the first place must establish internal security in order to be able to bring about other 
reforms; and who, with this object in view, have used all our efforts during the last 
few years until at length, through the untiring efforts of His Majesty, we have 
reached the goal and Persia has become a land of tranquillity and security; we, who 
Ilieve in the principle of maintaining friendship and cordial relations with our 
Turkish brethren—and in support of this we haye may, proofs—how can anyboly 
ae of having given refuge to a number of Kurdish insurgents and of having 

elped them 

‘Apart from the matter of friendly relations, such an action is in principle 
contra the clear policy and attitude which out Government has adopted. The 
jolicy Of the Persian Government is a clear and honourable policy which 
teen beamirched by such nets, SES oa 

‘The report: published by the Anatolia Agency is therefore unfounded, and we 
hope that the said agency will correct this news in the Turkish press and cease to 
create misunderstandings without reason.

‘THE Minister of National Beonomics has been repeatedly asked in the Majl: 
to state what he has done, since his Ministry was created in April last, to hasten the 
construction of blast furnaces, sugar, cement, glass, paper and textile factories; the 
exploitation of the country’s inineral wealth; and the development of new oil-fields 
ot excluding up-to-date refineries! Feroughi was eventually stung into replying 
that factories could not be expected to grow like mushrooms, overnight, and that he 
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refused to commit the Government to any extraordinary expenditure on account of 
sorks of public utility except after profound study, and only when he had himself 
acquired the conviction that such expenditure was justified. 

2. Ithas long been known that the Government were particularly interested in 
die possibility of replacing the substantial imports of sugar, valued at over £2 million 
(isos 29, by suger locally grown and refined. ‘The Minister of Court discoursed 
{ome at great length and in a most enthusiastic vein on this subject some months 
go. I pointed out (a) that the Persian cost of manufacture would certainly exceed 
tie price at which the Russians would be willing to sell—that being undoubtedly the 
reason for the failure of the Belgian sugar factory at Kerizak a number of years ago, 
‘is it also accounted for the recent closure of the Tabriz match factory, and ()) that 
if the Persian Government decided to raise the monopoly tax on foreign sugar in 
(rder to make things more difficult for the Russians, or even decided to restrict 
inports to a given quantity, the Soviet Government might well look on such a step 
sa declaration of economic warfare, from which I feared that Persia might come o} 
Second best. (Teymourtache also referred, confidentially, in this conversation to his 
plans for the institution of a State monopoly for the distribution of 

Broducte, which could. hardly fail to irritate the Russians.) I begged 

fighness to remember that the smaller the Russian sales to Persia— 
it what have been extremely advantageous terms till quite _recently—the 
smaller their purchases would tend to become. In the last resort, the Soviet Govern- 
ment might go to the length of declaring another embargo on Persian imports, as they 
fd done i 1920. with disastrous effets on the economy of Persia's northern 
provinces, ‘Teymourtache professed not to feel the least anxiety on this account. 
The Russians, he said, would always have to buy certain Persian products such as 
cotton and wool—which is by no means proven—while alternative outlets could be 
found for the remainder. I did not think it politic to disparage the potentialities of 
the Duzdap Railway and Rowanduz route Yor such low-grade products as Persia 
has to export, but enquired of his Highness whether he thought the rice of Gilan 
'd Mazanderan would stand the enormous transport charges to any other sea than 
ie Caspian. ‘Teymourtache stated that he had no such illusion : it was quite simple 
in his view, in the event of Russia refusing to buy Persian rice, to tell the growers 
of Gilan and Mazanderan to produce only as much rice as was required for home 
Consumption and pay greater attention to other crops. (The exports of rice to Russia 
jn 1928-29 werg valued at £600,000.) _ I took it upon myself to suggest that it might 
te advisable for Persia to free herself from her present dependence on the Russian 
market before indulging in economic hostilities with the Soviet Government, but was 
forced to realise that it was pointless to pursue the argument any further 

3, Tnow learn that the Persian Government have reached an agreement: with a 
Czechoslovakian company, which the Czechoslovakian Chargé d'Affaires tells me 
siyles itself “La Premitre Société pour la Fabrication des Machines,” for the 
erection of a sugar factory at Kerg), 28 miles west of Tehran, at an all-in cost of 
500,000 dollars, This sum, of which 80,000 dollars represent the cost of transport, 
isto be paid out of the Ministry of National Eeonomics appropriation (in this year’s 
tiudget) of 14 million tomans for works of public utility. Unfortunately, or perhaps 
fortunately, what Rosita Forbes has just referred to somewhat indiscriminately, in 
one of her articles on present-day Persia, as the ‘ foreign sterling "’ is not to be had, 
and that is probably why the contract has not actually been signed as yet, Judging 
hy the emptiness of the Persian Treasury, the scheme may have to be shelved in any 
case. 

‘4. Thave been told by an official of the Ministry of National Economies that one 
of the conditions of the contract is that the Czechoslovakian company concerned is 
tound to take shares in the company which is to operate the sugar factory, the 
halance of the shares being presumably held by the Government, Tt. seems evident: 
therefore that the latter propose to adhere to this method of interesting foreign 
capital in Persian economic development. é 

5. ‘This Czechoslovakian company, which is said to have equipped two sugar 
factories in Great Britain, sent an expert to Persia some time ago to experiment with 
various types of sugar beet, and sugar cane. M. Schubert, the Czechoslovakian 
Charge d' Affaires, tells me that the experiments with sugar beet: made in the Kere} 
Valley were extraordinarily successful. Whereas the beet in Central Europe 
averaged between 400 and 500 grammes, Kere} produced beet weighing 950 grammes. 
‘The sugar content was also very high: 21 per cent. as opposed to 17-18 per cent, in 
Europe, I understood M. Schubert to say. This, however, need not prevent the 
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Russians from undereutting the product of the new factory if given a chance of 
doing so, 

'G, OF the other projects which the Ministry of National Economics is earnestly 
studying, the most discussed are the cultivation of cane sugar and its manufacture 
in Khuzistan, in virtue of an agreement with this same Czechoslovalcian company; a 
cement factory which is to make it possible for the Tehran municipality to construct 
proper streets; and a model carpet factory intended to help renovate “*'art du beau 
tapis persan.”” 

7. Thave been told, with regard to the last of these, that the carpet section 
of the Ministry turned down with scorn the suggestion that some perfectly suitable 
Government warehouses should be taken over to house the looms, &c. It insisted on 
putting up new buildings at a cost of £10,000 “as the money was available.”” A 
far more scandalous example of waste in Government expenditure, in spite of the 
present financial crisis, is afforded by the opening of a credit, of close on £71,000 
fo complete the road to the Shamshak coal mine. I am addressing a separate 
despatch to yon on this subject 2 ;

I HAVE the honour to transmit to you herewith copy of a'despatch received 
from the acting consul at Shiraz with regard to events in the Province of Fars and 
to military operations which the Persian Government is preparing to take against 
the Boir Ahmedi section of the Kuhgelu tribe. 

2, The outbreak im Lar is for the moment on a small scale and may be regarded 
ag a recrudescence of a part of the troubles of last year. If the Persian Government 
dispose of sullicient forces the outbreak should not be serious, but, in view of the 
concentration of Government troops around the Mamasenni country for operations 
against the Boir Ahmedi, the Government may find difficulty in despatching at once 
‘a sufficient force to quell the disorder, ‘The fact that Mirza Tbrabim Khan Kawam 
‘was allowed to leave Shiraz for Tehran at a moment when his influence might have 
been utilised in a district where he is so well known seems to point to the fact that 
for the moment too much importance need not be attached to events around Lar. 

3, The subjugation of the Boir Ahmedi is a far more difficult question, and 
the fact that the General Officer Commanding the South is concentrating a force of 
some 5,000 regular troops points to the fact that he is not embarking on the affair in 
‘a light-hearted manner, In the winter of 1928-29 the Persian Government, sent 
forces against the Boir Ahmedis in the Mamasenni district, but they did not achieve 
theis pirpote, and Government prestige is not high with these tribesmen, 1 an 
informed that Bakhtiari iregulars will also be employed in these operations, and 
that regular troops will also march towards Mamasenni from the direction of 
Behbehan, If events elsewhere are not allowed to distract the attention of the 
Persian Government and the extreme heat, does not interfere with these operations, 
there is a hope that this time the Persian Government will settle thi rion. once 
and for all, At the end of June a force of some 300 Boir Ahmedis looted a test camp 
of the Angio-Persian Oil Company some 32 miles south-east of Behbehan, afterwards 
reluming to their headquarters. ‘The country where operations will take place is 
very wild and rugged, and the tribes alone know the intricate passes which lead to 


their strongholds; the Persian commander is therefore well advised to leave nothing 
to chance, and if negotiations with the tribes break down or come to nothing, to 


embark on the campaign only after making the most thorough preparations and after 
concentrating in the various districts all the forces he can muster,

IN continuation of my despatch No 24 of the 2nd July, 1980, on the subject of

I haye heard, however, that he does not intend to take the offensive 
jinmediately, but that his plan is to remain in Ardakan, sending out small forces 
jn various directions, and hoping that the Mamassani, duly impressed with the 
iagnitude of the forces arrayed against them, will submit without much fighting. 
a ra cording to the latest information received from Abadeh, the Fau--Afian, 
shich was, according to reports from Persian sources, coming down from ‘Tehran 
‘vith the intention of advancing from Abadeh towards Ardakan, has not arrived 
there yet.

Tt ‘appears, however, that the troops sent out, from 
Shiraz to relieve Yavar Muhammad Tagi Khan ‘Arab, the Governor of Lar, have 
tot been able to advance beyond Fasa, It 1s rumoured that the Governor of Lar has 
een driven out of Lar, which is in the hands of rebels, and has taken refuge in a 
fort 4 miles out, where he is now closely besieged. ‘The leader of the insurgents is 
chdan Khan, called Zad Khan in the Persian Official Almanac 
nameh-i-Rasmi-i-Mamlikati) for 1309, who last year occupied Lar, and, when 
he was driven out by the advance of the Persian troops who had defeated the Baharlu 
rebels near Darab, for a long time held out in his hereditary castle of Gorash,

YOU will have seen from my telegrams No. 196 of the 7th duly and No, 162 of 
the 14th July that I have now had two discussions with the Minister for Foreign 
Sais in regard to the general treaty. Although the actual discussions take place 
‘vith Feroughi, I have reagon to know that the Minister of Court remains in very 
ose touch with his Highness and advises him on every point. For instance, my 
chancery have satisfied me that the recent letter I received from Feroughi on the 
Subject of Babrein, a copy of which was enclosed in my despatch No, 3 of the 
5th July, was actually typed by the Minister of Court on his own machine, Tt was 
therefore obviously drafted by him. 

2, The most satisfactory point about these two discussions has been Feroughi's 
attitude on the question of Henjam, I await your instructions as to whether T am 
to accept twenty-five years as the period of lease, or whether you would wish me to 
insist on thirty years” Apart from this, the only serious objection that his Highness 
raised to the drait protocol is to the latter part of article 6, on the subject of the 
policing of the zone, I never expected that the Persian Government ‘would agreo to 
our doing this, but I hope it may be possible to come to some satisfactory arrange- 

nt whereby our local naval authorities will be enabled to act in co-operation with 
the Persian police, I was also agreeably surprised that no objection has been raised 
ty article 8 of the protocol, whereby no limitation is eet to the messages which may be 
seat or received by the wireless station at Henjam.

3. With regard to article 3, I will submit to you the draft of an informal letter 
on the subject of the visite af His Majesty's ships to Persian ports by notification 
only. 

4, With rogard to the question of Persian representation in Babrein, I had a 
short conversation with the Minister of Court. yesterday evening at a reception at 
the French Legation, I told his Highness quite plainly that there could be no

I gave his Highness no 
encouragement beyond saying that I would report to you what he had sai 

6. With regard to the slavery protocol—article 10 of the treaty—T said to 
‘Teymourtache last night that I did not follow Feroughi's argument in favour of 
climinating this from the treaty, My instructions at present, were categorical about 
enumerating the treaties and conventions which would be abolished on the coming 
into force of the present treaty, and I was convinced that you would not modify 
these instructions if the slayery question were to be eliminated from the treaty 
altogether, Teymourtache, without committing himself, seemed disposed to agree 

7. With regard to the question of the debt, it is in so far satistactory, if a com- 
parison is to be made with the preposterous claims originally put forward by Tey 
inourtache, that Feroughi did not question the pre-war debt of £400,000, but that 
he limited himself to begging that His Majesty's Government would consider the 
cancellation of the remaining £510,000 of war debt. 

About claims, I regret to say that I anticipate the greatest difficulty. 
Persian finances, which two years ago were more or less flourishing, are to-day ina 
very different state, but if the Persian Government definitely refuse to allocate 
round sum in payment of claims I see no other alternative but to insist on their 
including in the treaty an article to set up a mixed claims commission.

Persians that they could not themselves adequately discharge the obligations involved. 
T have received statements showing that the running and maintenance expenditure

balance-sheet, namely, the ‘amounts received from shipping companies for lighting 
and buoying dues. T'may be nave an entire misapprehension, bat as far ag T am 
aware the lighting and buoying service of the Gulf is not run at_a loss. On the 
contrary, improvements are being effected, the interest on the capital liabilities is 
being paid regularly and a sinking fund has been established for the redemption of 
debt, If this is 40 the argument which it is proposed to advance to the Persians 
would seem to have little force since they would presumably claim and would be 
entitled to receive a proportion of the shipping and lighting dues equivalent to their 
expenditure, and the assumption by them of control over their own lights and buoys 
wrauld not astually involve them in any financial expenditure of liability 
4. Two objections have been advanced to the Ward scheme :— 
(1) That there is the risk of the Persian and Iraqi delegates combining and 
taking control out of the hands of the British; and 
(2) That the Arabs would not have any representation on the board and would 
resent the Persians having any control over the lights on the Arab coast. 


5, Iwill consider the second objection first, It seems to me that this might 
be overcome if two boards were created. Board A would be composed of a senior 
retired naval officer of standing as president and British representative, and would 
he in charge of the lighting’ and buoying arrangements on the. Shatt-al-Arab 
(exclusive, of course, of the port of Basra) and the Persian coast. Board B would 
haye the same individual as president and two Arab representatives, say from 
Bahrein and Muscat, as members and would control lighting and buoying arrange- 
panteon the Arab coast, "The actual Arab board would probably only assemble very 


seretgmlly, the wor being carried on by the president. The “’ Nearchus,” or 


whatever ship was employed for the lighting and buoying in the Gulf, couldbehanded 
over to Board. A, and when employed on lighting and huoying on the Arab coast could 
he chartered from Board A by Board B and could fly, if necessary, a different flag 
‘The matter really would only be a paper transaction in the books of the two boards 
‘The Arab members would in practice, I think, become mere cyphers and the work 
ould be done as at present by the president. 

6, As regards the first objection, namely, that the Tragi and Persian delegates 
might combine against the British delegates, Iam inclined to think thatin practice the 
procedure of Board A would be very similar to that of Board B. ‘The president would 
probably be the only member on the board who possessed any technical knowledge and 
this would give him a very strong position vis-2-nis his colleagues. If he was an 
officer of the requisite qualifications it is at any rate very probable that the general 
management of the board would remain entirely in his hands, the Persian, and Iraqi 
delegates confining themselves to occasional suggestions and investigation of the 
accounts, &e, Colonel Ward was disposed to think that in practice the lighting and 
tuoying of the Gulf would remain very much under the same control as it is at present 
though ‘nominally two boards would be in existence, and I think there is much to be 
said for this point of view. If the Ward scheme were amended as sugyested above, 
possibly the Admiralty would be prepared to modify their objections to it. 

7. Sir Robert Clive has now suggested that the conference shonld take place 
in Basra in October. October would certainly he a hetter month than July. but is 
not altogether a convenient month for me. It is doubtful whether the Persian 
delegates yvill haye any authority to conclude or even to discuss any arrangements 
without reference to Tehran, If so, it is probable that the discussions will last for 
two or three months. ‘The best time for touring in the Gulf is the latter half of 
October and the whole of November. Later on gales frequently occur and difficulty 
is often experienced in landing, &c. My intention, therefore, is, unless anything 
unforeseen occurs, to undertake a prolonged tour in the "' Patrick Stewart” starting 
‘about the 20th October and getting back about the end of November. I should prefer, 
therefore, that the conference should, if possible, be postponed to the latter half of 
December or the beginning of January, unless it is considered that there is any great 
‘urgency about it. 2

The Turkish 
Government claimed of course, as T had the honour to report in my despatch 
No. 273 of the 15th instant, that the rebels had heen exterminated at Ercis, and that 
it only remained to tackle the Kurds who had taken refuge on the upper slopes of 
Ararat, 
‘2, While it is clear that the rebels did in fact suffer a severe reverse at Ercis, 
many of them were killed, gecasional press reports have, shown that the 
ng up process is not yet complete, though the Government has the situation 
Well in hand, At Ararat operations have for some time been suspended, it being 
Uaimed that an armed ring has been drawn round the rebels, who from lack o 
supplies and owing to the,approach of winter will shortly be foreed to descend from 
there fasthesses, when adequate punishment can be meted out to them without loss to 
the Turkish troops engaged. Such tactics are in the cixcumstances quite sound, but 
it remains to be seen whether the Turkish encirclement is really complete or whether 
many will not eseape to their villages in the surrounding country. The theory that 
the “brigands” had come from Persia has now been exploded, and it is generally 
fuccepted that the rising was one among the Turkish Kurds who were joined by a few 
sympathisrs from Persia, ‘whence they almost certainly received their munitions and 
supplies. 
Pea sput if, with the exception of the raid by the Barzan tribe on the Turkish 
frontier post of Oramar (my telegram No, 68 of the 26th instant) which has been the 
subject of singularly little comment, the press has lad little to report in the way of 
inetlents, it has devoted much space to general accusations of external plots and 
Inachinations to create trouble in Turkey.

Memorandum by Mr. Lingeman on the Amendments to the Exchange Control Law 
5 of February 2, 1930. 
(Confidential) 

‘DHE original law imposed no control either over exports or imports, with the 
result that exporters tended to sell their foreign exchange (at a premium) to the 
importers of those very goods, considered to be articles of luxury, which the exchange 
cuitrol sought to keep out of the country, 

2. ‘The new law, on the other hand, a copy of which is attached, definitely 

ies a control over exports, and over imports as well, in so far that the 

ibived ” goods will only bo allowed into Persia, on presentation of 

certificate issued by the Control Commission authorising the sale of the exchange 
required to pay for them. 

3. Ivis the new right conceded to exporters of retaining 60 per cent, of their 
exchange, should they wish to import goods not on the prohibited list, which has 
come a8 a complete surprise—particularly to the bankers, whose suggestion had 
heen that exporters would have to sell 90-100 per oent of the proceeds of their sales 
to the authorised banks, the latter undertaking to sell back a reasonable proportion 
of such exchange to exporters who are also importers, 

4. This last-minute change to the Bill drafted by Teymourtache himself was 
»parently due to a casual suggestion made by ‘Taghi Zadeh, the Minister of Roads 
nd Communications, and taken up by the Minister of Court, neither of them 

probably realising its consequences. It has certainly caused considerable elation in 
the bazaars as it suits both the exporter and the importer admirably, as far as it 
yoes.. ‘The exporter who does not import on his own account, will have no difficulty 
in selling his surplus exchange to importers, goods being consigned in his own name, 
if necessary, but there is good reason to suppose that the great majority of exporters 
who are not already importers will enter the import trade, in which appreciable 
profits are now to be made, Importers, in self-defence, will tend to become 
exporters, Prices of exportable commodities will rise as the result of this 
competition, and merchants, in order to make a profit. on the double transaction, will 
have to put up the prices of their imports as high as the consumer, with his reduced 
purchasing power, will beable to bear. In other words, the de facto rate at which 
trade will be conducted will tend to diverge ever farther away from the official rate 
if the latter is maintained at sixty. ‘The bazaar rate at the present moment, is 
seventy, ‘The only factor outside the control of the Persian Government which 
‘night improye matters would be a general rise in the world price of commodities, 
and of that there is no certain indication at present. 

5. Needless to say, merchants will under-declare the value of their exports 
nore than ever now, so that, with the connivance of Persian customs officials, who 
‘are wretchedly paid for the most part, they will actually keep something like 75 per 
cont, of their exchange, 

8, ‘This particular amendment to the Exchange Control, Law is, naturally 
leaough, most distasteful to the National Bank and Imperial Bank, who hoped to 
secitre an effective form of control over all exchange transactions and who now find 
themselves worse off than they were before. ‘The banks are obviously inclined to 
‘magnify the importance of such a control, which must serve their own interests, but 
their case is not a good one, Once the Government has prohibited the importation 
Sf those goods which it considers the country cannot aford to pay for, it is just as 
well that further business should be as untrammelled as possible. Where thé banks 
ate most unlucky is in their inability to buy and sell at the bazaar rate while 
merchants are actually encouraged to do so. 

7. As was only to be expected, the chief sufferers from the new lay will be 
traders with past obligations to meet. It is on their account, of course, that: tho 
sport of silver is made free once more but itis equally obvious that they will only

WHEREAS experience has proved that : . 

Some holders of foreign exchange sell their exchange to the importers through 
sources other than the authorised banks, and as a result not only frustrate the contr 
Of the Government over exchange operations, but the foreign exchange, which 
might haye heen made available for the importation of necessities, is spent for the 
importation of articles which are of no use to the country. 

‘Secondly, in view of the fact that commercial obligations, undertaken before 
the enactment of the Fore! xchange Law, amount to a considerable sum—about 
£2 million ‘standing the crisis existing in the foreign exchange market 
‘and the great restrictions placed on its purchase, the supply of s colossal amount, 
in addition to the present demand, is impossible, and therefore some way must le 
tought for the settlement of the obligations entered into before the enactment o!

ARTICLE 1. All errors ats required to sell to the Government or to the

The Foreign Exchange Control Commission can, with the consent of the

The undertaking laid down in the preceding article shall also apply to 
foreign exchange acquired by export of merchandise after the passage of the Control 
it Foreign Exchange Act, which is not. yet utilised. and bas not bean. handed 
over to the authorised banks at the time of the passage of this Act. 

Art. 8. Every exporter is required, when taking out of the customs merchandise 
for export, to sign a declaration in duplicate giving the destination of the 
merchandise and the use which will be made of the foreign exchange derived 
therefrom, ‘The Commission of Inspection shall prepare a specimen of the 
declaration form. 

‘The Customs Administration shall deliver one copy of the declaration to the

Art. 4. Export of silver coined and/or silver bars shall be unrestricted 
provided that: (1) the provisions of article 1 are observed, and (2) the Commission 
of Inspection is beforehand advised of such export.

8. Foreigners 


(a) British Subjects Captain H. J. Cooper, R.A.S.C., assistant military 
attaché, left Persia on the 2ist July, 1930, on leave, pending transfer to the home 
aeablishment, The appointment of assistant military attaché will lapse, with effect 
from the 14th October, 1930. 

\b) Sizedish-M. Carlberg has been appointed to the post of Swedish consul- 
genolnl in'Tehran. He is the local representative of the Swedish Match Company, 
and was formerly an officer in the Persian gendarmerie. 


4, The Majlis. 


‘The most important matter before the Majlis has been the new Foreign Exchange 
of nine articles, which amends the Exchange Control Law of the 25th February 
Under the new Bill exporters must surrender 90 per cent. of exchange derived from 
sales abroad; should, however, such exporters tndertake to import goods on the free 
import list within a certain time limit, they may retain 60 per cent, of the foreign 
exchange obtained from the previous export transaction. ‘The custom's authorities 
may only allow goods on the controlled import list to enter the country on production 
of A permit issued by the Control Commission. 

This Bill was treated as a “very urgent” measure and was passed after some 
digoussion, ‘The proposal to engage a Belgian railway expert for six months at a 
fee of £1,400 met with some opposition, one Deputy stating that, in his opinion 
motor transport was capable of dealing effectively with the passenger and goods 
traffe, and a railway was obviously not required to carry the waters of the Caspian 
Sen to the Persian Gulf, He also stated that the Government had received no 
benefit. from previous engagements of foreign experts, ‘The Minister concerned 
replied that, whether the railway contract: was eventually given to a foreign company 
MProt, in the meantime the engagement of a capable engineer was very, necessary 
‘A Deputy, in support of the motion, said that the engagement of Belgians had always 
been advantageous to the Persian Government, 

Bills regarding the Postal Convention, the engagement of a forestry expert, the 
establishment of an agricultural banks, and the extension of the contract held by the 
Sunkers Company for air services in Persia were also discussed. Complaints were 
Jaloed ns to the high fees charged by local doctors, the price of medicines, and that, 
Mehough quarantine was strictly enforced on the frontiers, yet: no. measures were 
taken to deal with vicious diseases which were so seriously prevalent in the cities.

Feroughi did not deny 
this; he even admitted that Babrein was far more a moral than a prctical sue, but 
he said that, things being as they were to-day, the Persians would expect adequate

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4, Ae stated in my telegram under reference, I then enumerated the following

(2) The surrender of our century-old rights in Basictu. 

(3) Payment of rent at Henjam for privileges which for many years past we had 
‘enjoyed rent free. 

(4) Tho free acquisition by the Persian Government of our three wireless 
installations in South Persia. 

(8) Remission by His Majesty’s Government of £1,000,000 of agreed debt, 

(6) Renunciation of our perpetual most-favoured-nation privileges under the treaty 
of 1857. 


Surely, I said, these were most substantial advantages—in fuct, as I told him, 
‘Toymourtache ‘had admitted that Persia stood to gain far more than we under the 
treaty. 

‘._ None the less, said Feroughi, substantial as these advantages were, they would 
not strike the Persian mind as adequate compensation for the loss of Babrein. No 
Persian, for instance, had over contemplated paying to His Majesty's Government what 
pow the war debt. ‘The non-aggrossion clause only reiterated tho Kellogg Pac, 
while it was obvious that His Majesty's Government must—treaty or no treaty—always 
‘enjoy most-favoured-nation rights in Persia so long as the two countries were at peace, 
and he refused to contemplate that they could ever be at war. It was not only in 
Persia, ho wont on to say, that the loss of Bahrein would be criticised, but in the 
Persian press in India and Egypt. ‘The Government would need great courage and 
detormination to carry this through unless they could point to some definite compensation 
Avhich would satisfy their critics. He did not want to conceal from me either that the 
Soviet propagania department would almost cortainly get busy as soon as the treaty 
was published. I said that my own opinion was that the Persian Government wore 
quite strong enough to keep their own press in hand when it suited them and to calm 
fy ebullition on the part of the Deputies to the Majlis. His Majesty's Goverment 
hhad adopted a most generous attitude in the genuine desire to como to an all-round 
sottlement and were convinced that if the Bahrein question were submitted to arbitration 
the Persian pretensions would not be upheld.

I HAVE the honour to report that, as His Majesty's Ambassador anticipated 
in paragraph 4 of his despatch No. 292 of the 31st ultimo, the Turkish Government

frontier. 

2, Contrary to expectations, the text of the correspondence so far exchanged 
has not been published, and it is therefore impossible to estimate the exact state of 
relations between the two countries. According to the press, the latest Turkish note 
vas “aevere but friendly," while I learn from a well-informed source that, while 
the note is quite friendly in tone, the Turkish Government has given the Persian 
Government the choice between two rather unpalatable alternatives—an immediate 
rectification of the frontier, which would place the eastern as well as the western 
slopes of Mount Ararat, in Turkey, and permission for the Turkash troops to pursue 
Kurdish fugitives into Persian territory and deal with them there.

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8. Pending the receipt of a reply to the Turkish proposals, operations’in the 
frontier area, and in particular against the Kurds on Ararat, are apparently 
suspended. ‘There is, nevertheless, considerable activity in Turkish Government 
Cireles, and this, as well as the difference in language employed by the President of 
the Republic (Sir G. Clerk’s despatch No. 288 of the 20th Tuly, paragraph 8) and 
the Prime Minister (Sir G. Clerk's despatch No. 292 of the Sist July, paragraph 3), 
in their recent public references to Persia, has given rise to a belief that the two 
leaders are not incomplete accord as regards theit Persian policy, lane Pasha, as 
is to be expected from his record, is all for strong measures, while the Gazi is inclined 
to seek a solution by negotiation, Whether or no, it is believed that the note to 
Persia was milder than had been originally contemplated, while it is significant that 
during the past week press comments have considerably diminished in volume and 
ecome much more moderate and reasonable in tone. Further, Ibrahim Tali Bey, 
the inspector-general for Kurdistan, who is regarded as the apostle of pacification 
the Jurdistan by persutsion, road-making and education, suddenly arrived in Angora 
‘when the anti-Persian press campaign was at its height, at least one newspaper 
attacked both him and his policy, and for a day or two his transfer to another post 
‘and his replacement by General Cevat Pasha, of Iraq frontier renown, were freely 
discussed. In the event, however, he visited the Gazi at Yalova, and is now on the 
point of returning to Diarbekir, while the Gazi’s friend, Husrey Bey, is bein 
Hespatched with all haste to take over the duties of Ambassador at Tehran, Such 
evidence as is available, therefore, points to the fact that the policy of moderation 
is winning at least for the moment, and that, if, as the Persian Minister for Foreign 

‘rg suggested to Sir R. Clive (Tehran despatch No, $28 of the 14th July), the 
Soviet Government has been trying to sow discord between Persia and Turkey, these 
efforts have so far only had a limited success, Future developments must, however, 
largely depend on the nature of the Persian reply to the latest ‘Turkish note. 

‘¢. But, if from the point of view of relations with Persia there has in the last, 
ten days been an improvement, it is more than doubtful whether there has been an 
corresponding improvement in th situation fn Turkish Kurdistan, as regards which 
the press has been ominously silent. Reinforcements are being regularly despatched 
to the Kurdish areas, where the military attaché to His Majesty's Embassy learns 
that some eight to ten Turkish aeroplanes have so far been lost, and where scattered 
hands of insurgents are probably still at large. Little, also, has been published 
regarding the attack of the Barzan Kurds on Oramar, and, so far as T am aware, no 
suggestion has been made either of Traqi or British connivance, but it is clear that 
in the vicinity of the Iraq frontier the Turkish Kurds are still causing trouble, 
Further, a3 if disturbances on two frontiers were not enough, it is to-day reported 
that a band of sixty men, under the leadership of Hajo, an old enemy of the Turks, 
has crossed the Syrian frontier near Nisibin, cutting the telegraph wires on the way.. 
Troops have been despatched to deal with this new invasion, which was apparently 

sily effected, as the frontier guards had been largely withdrawn in order to deal 

ith the situation further north, Hajo is at present established at Habad, of which 
he is a native, and is stated to have issued a manifesto announcing that he is workin 
for Kurdish independence, and calling on the Kurds to avenge the massacre of their 
brothers by the Turks.

L HAVE received your despatch No. 277 of the 20th June, in which you raise 
the question of the responsibility of the Persian Government in connexion with 
highway robberies, and suggest that, in future, His Majesty's Legation shall refrain 
from claiming compensation in such cases (while pressing for the apprehension of 
the robbers and the recovery of the stolen goods), except where there is reason to 
suppose that energetic action has not been taken by the local police. 
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2, I recognise that, as pointed out in your despatch, the position has changed 
since 1993 in that the Persian Government have of late done their utmost to establish 
and maintain security and public order in Persia, and I agree that in these cireum- 
stances Persia must in future be regarded as responsible only to the extent justified 
by the general rules of international law. 

3. Unfortunately, however, there are no generally recognised rules of 
international law regarding the responsibility of @ State in such matters. There 
nay, therefore, be some doubt, in any future cases of highway robbery that may occur 
in Persia, whether the circumstances attending such a robbery would warrant. the 
submission to the Persian Government of « claim for compensation. While it is 
always dificult to lay down general propositions of law to meet hypothetical 
Circumstances which have not yet arisen, the principles by which you should be guided 
{in such cases should be based upon the following three propositions :— 


(@ (Paragraph 4 of Part I1 of Chapter XXII of the Consular Instructions.) 


“The ovidence must establish not only that the loss or damage occurred, bur 
that the Government of the country are responsible for it. For instance, the 
evidence in claims for robbery or violence must not only show that: the injury 
took place, but that it was done under cireumstances that render the Government 
responsible, as for instance, if it was done by an agent of the Government, 
egy, a policeman or soldier acting under the orders of an officer; or, if the 
wrongdoer is a private individual, that the Government or their officers 
Knowingly instigated or permitted it, or that they might have prevented it by 
the exercise of due diligence and reasonable care. 

“Where claims axe made for compensation for damage done by insurgents 
in armed insurrection against a Government which was unable to control them, 
Glaimants should be reminded that His Majesty's Government do not regard & 
Government as liable in such cases unless that Government were negligent, and 
might have prevented the damage arising, or unles they pay compensation either 
to their own citizens or subjects or to other foreigners in similar cases, oF unless 
the rebellion has been successful aud the insurgent party has been installed in 
power.””

FEROUGHT'S letter has arrived too Inte for me to be able to submit an 
exhaustive analysis of its contents by this bag, but the following more detailed 
comments appear to me relevan 


Article 1 of the new Persian counter. draft is open to several objestions. Nothing 
in the article itself covers the territorial inviolability of the Gulf sheikhdoms, which 
cannot be publicly characterised as protectorates tout court, and it is not. clear 
whether the Persian Government intend to allow the exchange of notes (which alone 
establishes the position of those sheikhdoms) to be published and annexed to the 
treaty, as in that case the notes would receive the publicity which Feroughi wishes 
to avoi 

Again, the exchange of notes is essential for the elucidation of paragraph 8 of 
the draft article, which as it stands implies the giving an engagement by each 
Sovereign in the’ namo of all the States' which beneft by the trenty-—an evident 
absurdity which it will be necessary to rectify even if the Persian Government agree 
to attach the notes in question to the treaty. 

‘The phrase “sous condition de réciprocité” in the proposed Persian note is, of 
course, unnecessary in view of the undertaking given in the proposed British reply, 
and should be deleted. 

Lastly, there is the question of the exclusion of Iraq—a point which has already 
teen raised in my despatch No. 368 of the 20th July.

‘aS already been submitted for your approval, and I await your instructions before

Article 7.—The emendation to paragraph 1 seems unimportant. ‘The stipula 
tion that warships should arrive during the daytime only is clearly ridiculous 
1 presume that the normal practice is for a yessel arriving during the night to get 
fn touch with the quarantine authorities as soon as the latter come on duty the 
following morning, and I see no reason why, in the case of Henjam, those vessels 
arriving during the night should not hoist the “*1."” flag at daybreak. Possibly 
some clatise may be necessary giving an undertaking that the crews of such ships 
will not be allowed to land or to communicate with other ships before hoisting 
this flag. : A 

With regard to the last paragraph of the Persian draft article, it is not clear 
whether it is intended that the vessel shall he considered to have received pratique 
before the delivery of the certificate in question to the quarantine officer, or whether 
‘1s seems more probable, pratique is to be made conditional on the receipt of the 
certificate. On the latter assumption there seems little to. choose, in point of 
convenience, between this method and the visit of the quarantine officer to the shiy, 
but in any case the stipulation is objectionable in that the hoisting of the “L” flag 
should be considered a perfectly adequate substitute for the written assurance 
demanded. - 

Article 8.—The addition proposed is, of course, inacceptable, for the reasons 
outlined in your telegram No, 26 of the 20th January last, instructing me to insist 
ona formula which will at least cover all His Majesty's forces, including flying boats. 
(C need hardly add that T have as yet had no opportunity to broach the question of 
the use of Henjam by aircraft for fuelling purposes, a matter which I was authorise’

I do not yet appear to have received the views of the Government of India on 
the suggestion put forward by the Political Resident at Bushire in his telegram 
No. 236 of the 11th March last, to the effect that the Bushire wireless station should 
not be handed over until the Bahrein station, which has a heavy seasonal traffic and 
can only communicate intermittently and at increased rates with Basra, has been 
reconstructed in such a manner as to render it capable of direct communication with 
Karachi. If, as is possible, ratification of the treaty takes place before the Bahrein 
ation is so Teconstructed, I presume that a clause will haye to be inserted in the 
treaty article, delaying the date of cession of the Bushire station accordingly, 
Tt will be recalled that the Resident has also raised the question of com- 
uunication between Bushire and the “ Patrick Stewart ”” when the Bushire station 
no longer available and Henjam available only for His Majesty's forces. ‘The 
removal of the residency, if agreed to, would not in any case be practicable for some 
time after ratification of the treaty, and I should consequently be grateful for an 
expression of your views as to the bearing of this question on article 6 of the treaty.

It is satisfactory that the Minister for Foreign Affairs should at last have 
realised the impossibility of mentioning the question of Persian representatives in 
the treaty. On the other hand, I have, as stated in my telegram No. 176 of the 
26th July, invariably emphasised in my conversations with his Highness that any 
Persian representatives would be entirely unofficial and! could only be selected in 
agreement with the Political Agent. I am consequently uncertain as to how much 
importance should be attached to the passage beginning: Mais il doit rester 
entendu . .. . autorités locales,” nor whether it would not be advisable to call in 
question this assertion of a right which His Majesty's Government would at no tim 
be prepared to acknowledge without far-reaching qualifications. To 
assertion might later be characterised as a tact acceptance without wh 
would never have been conceded. 

‘The sentence beginning “Méme si mon Gouvernement ne soutenait pas,” a 
remarkable example of muddled thinking, may, perhaps, be taken to. mean that 
Tamb, Abu Musa and Sirri are all essential to Persia if public opinion is to be 
appeased for the loss of Buhrein, but that, since the Persian Governntent claim these 
islands as their own, in any case, the eventual British recognition of their claim can 
have no market. value.

X mst confess myself quite unable to grasp the meaning of his. Highnos's 


observations on this article. It is clear enough, I fear, both from what precedes these 
rvations and from our recent conversations, that the Persian Government are 
determined not to concede the two Tambs; and how, in these circumstances, the 
recognition by His Melee! y's Government of Persia’s claim to these islands and to 
Abu Musa could possibly form the prelude to a settlement on the basis of the status 
quo I am unable to conceive. As for Sirri, Feroughi seems to suggest that the 
ritish draft article of August last mentioned the Persian claim to is as a fact 
about which there had never been any dispute; whereas in my discussions with 
‘Teymourtache on the subject I have always been careful to emphasise that the 
Persian claim has never been admitted either by us or by the Jowazimi Sheikhs, and 
that the mention of this island had been proposed solely in order to provide the 
Persian Government with a tangible acquisition which would be of use to them in 
facing public opinion. You will recall that, on Teymourtache insisting that the 
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Persians had long had a customs post there, and that the island could not, therefore, 
figure among those whose sovereignty was contested, His Majesty's Government 
naturally consented to omit all mention of Sirri in subsequent drafts. 

‘A possible way of saving the Persian face would be to omit the last sentence of 
this article: “Est reconnu notamment . . . . et d’Abu Moussa.” The status. quo 
is that Tamb and Abu Musa are not Persian, and Sirri is, and there is no sign of 
Persian sovereignty in either of the two former islands. By omitting the last 
sentence no mention need be made specifically of these two little islands.

1914-19, against the Persian Government. Moreover, in the recent settlement come 
to between the hank and the Persian Government in May of this year, no mention 
was made of claims, and I give it as my considered opinion that the Persian 
Goyernment would now refuse to entertain any bank claims during that period. As 
thelr claim for cash stolen by the Persian gendarmerie from thelr branch offices was 
about the soundest claim there is, I fear that there is not the smallest. chance of any 
other war claim as good or worse than this one being entertained. If T am right in 
this, the claims are at once reduced, apart from the Persian Railway Syndicate claim, 
toa comparatively small figure. Fe 


Article 18 (Debt), 


‘The request for the remission of the remaining £510,000 of war debt was fore- 
shadowed in my telegram No. 162 of the 14th July, and is at least more reasonable 
than Teymourtache’s earlier request for a remission of the whole 2 millions. 1 await 
your instructions. 


Irticle 14. 


‘The decision of the Persian Government to adhere to the optional clause is 
satisfactory, though it is clearly absurd to depict this decision in the’ light of a 
concession to British wishes and I had, needless to say, never suggested that the 
insertion of an article regarding arbitration would be in contradiction tothe spin 
of the optional clause, though it would certainly be rendered superfluous by 
subscription to that clause, 

With regard to the question of the enumeration of previous treaties and agree- 
ments to be abrogated, the exception of the telegraph conventions, ax here suggested, 
would seem to remove the last objection, in practice, to the Persian desire for a 
general abrogation, always provided that a satisfactory formula can be devised for 
article 10, Apart from this, there remains only the point raised in my telegram 
No. 17 of the 23th July regarding the bearing of the commercial treaty of 1841 on 
the position of the Bushire Resident. As to that, T await your reply, but the obstinate 
refusal of the Persian Government to enumerate previous agreements, although they 
have always given me to understand that this rests on their firm objection to

IN spite of alarmist reports in the European press, there has been no 
development of importance in the situation in ‘Turkish Kurdistan or in ‘Turco- 
Persian relations since my despatch No, 298 of the 6th instant was drafted, 

2. The Persian reply to the Turkish note of the Ist August was received at 
‘Angora some ten days ago, From the Turkish point of view, it was unsatisfactory 
to the extent that it rejected the two alternatives offered in the Turkish note— 
frontier rectification near Ararat, or the grant to the Turkish forces of the right 
to pursue Kurdish fugitiyes into Persian territory. ‘The refusal was, however, 
probably not unexpected, for it was apparently taken quite calmly by the Govern- 
ment, and the press laid much emphasis on the fact that the Persian Government 
would heneeforward take adequate measures to deal with the Kurds on its own 
territory and to prevent the Turkish Kurds from passing the frontier. ‘The Persian 
frontier forces were reported to have been reinforced. Approval greeted the news 
that the Persian forces had, at a considerable loss, annihilated a band of Kurdish 
marauders near the frontier, and it was stated that officers of the two countries 
were in consultation with a view to simultaneous action on their respective sides’ of 
the frontier. It was at this stage that an Angora telegram announced that orders 
had been issued for the immediate commencement of operations against Ararat and 
for the Turkish troops to enter Persia if necessary. ‘The report was, of course, not 
taken seriously in any responsible quarter here, and an official denial was issued 
soon afterwards, 

8. During the past week the newspapers have been too much occupied with 
the birth of the new political party to devote much space to Kurdistan. Almost 
daily, the situation it reported to be ‘‘all quiet,” although this can hardly be taken 
as representing the true state of affairs. At least one attack has been made by the 
Ararat Kurds on the Turkish forces, minor incidents have been reported elsewhere, 
and the situation is not satisfactory. It may be that it is still hoped to starve the 
Kurds into submission, but some sort of co-operation from the Persians seems also 
tobe hoped for, ‘The Minister for Foreign Afiairs is, at the moment, stated to have 
gone to Yalova in order to obtain the instructions of the Gazi and Ismet Pasha as 
to the nature of a fresh note to be addressed to Tehran, and immediate probabilities 
cannot therefore be gauged with any certainty, Stern measures against Persia aro, 
of course, still possible, but the moment for them seems to have passed, 
everything now points to the conclusion that hopes of a satisfactory settlement will 
be based on diplomatic action, The press announces that the Frontier Delimitation 
Commission will resume its work at an early date, when the Turkish delegation will 
doubtless again endeavour to secure the desired frontier rectification, possibly in 
return for a cession of territory further south, and the new Ambassador to Tehran 
fas stated in an interview that he hopes soon after his arrival in the Persian capital 
to be able to clear up the frontier situation, 

_. 4 In the meantime, practically no news has been forthcoming regarding the 
situation in south-eastern Turkey. The raid of Hajo, which I iin the honour to. 
report in the last paragraph of my despatch under reference, was energeticall 

dealt with. He failed to secure the support of the local Kurds, and, when ‘Turkish 
troops appeared, recrossed the frontier, was at once taken prisoner by the French 
forces in Syria and immediately removed from the vicinity of the frontier, a step 
which gave much satisfaction to the Turkish authorities.

Memorandum respecting Anglo-Persian Negotiations. 


NEGOTIATIONS have been proceeding for more than a year and a half between 


representatives of the Persian Government and His Majesty's Minister at Tehran 
with a view to @ general settlement of questions outstanding between the Persian 
Government, on the one hand, and His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom 
and the Government of India, on the other. 

2. His Majesty's Government have recently received from Sir R. Clive a copy 
of the letter addressed to him on the 9th August, 1930, by the Persian Minister 
Foreign Affairs containing the views of his Coverument and their detailed proposels 
for a settlement. ‘These proposals seem, unfortunately, to be unsuitable as a basis 
of further negotiations. They seem to have been prepared without taking into 
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ient account the general position and views of His Majesty's Government and 
proposals which under their instructions Sir R. Clive has submitted to the 
Persian Government. It is the wish of His Majesty’s Government, as of the Persian 
Government, that a settlement should be reached without further delay. ‘They feel 
that, if agreement can now be reached regarding the general outline of the proposed 
ment, the main difficulties of the situation will have been overcome, and that 
detailed preparation of the treaty articles in which the settlement is to be 
vodied will proceed the more easily thereafter. 
3, There appears to be general agreement as to the scope of the negotiations, 
‘There are many points awaiting settlement, ‘The more important, however, may be 
classed under three heading 


(a) The revision of existing treaties; 

(0) The regularisation of several questions connected with the position in the 
Persian Gulf; and 

(0) The liquidation of Persia’s financial liabilities to His Majesty’s Government, 
to the Government of India and to British and British Indian subjects, 


4. The revision of existing treaties is a question upon which His Majesty's 
Government are to a great extent in a position to meet Persia’s wishes, ‘They are 
prepared, in deference to Persia's wishes, to replace the Anglo-Persian ‘Treaty of 
1s57, with its perpetual provisions regarding peace and friendship and the reciprocal 
grant in perpetuity of most-favoured-nation treatment, by a new treaty of friendship

parties with a view to the suppression of the slave trade, ‘They are also prepares 
it the wish of the Persian Government, to negotiate a new telegraph convention 
jlace of the telegraph conventions and agreements in force, and a new commercial 
treaty in place of the commercial agreements concluded before the Anglo-Persian 
Turift Autonomy Treaty of 1928, ‘The one point, in fact, on which they have 
.iclined to negotiate a bilateral agreement with Persia is that of arbitration, which 
‘snot covered by the existing treaties; and this refusal is merely because they are 
Jonvinced that Persia, if she wishes to enter into arbitration engagements with His 
Majesty’s Government and the Government of India, has only to sign the Optional

ce that this question is one which should no longer be postponed. His Majesty's 
Government will be glad to know how the Persian Government would wish this 
snatter to be dealt with in the treaty. 

13. In the view of His Majesty’s Government, the advantages which Persia 
siands to gain as a result of a general settlement on the lines now proposed are 
suistantial. The first of these advantages is intangible, but it is none the less real. 
The conclusion of a settlement will, it may confidently be hoped, result in placing 
the present friendly relations between Great Britain and Persia on a surer footing; 
it will eliminate differences which, if left unsolved, might come in time to endanger 
those relations; and it will ensure the continuance of British goodwill towards Persia 
and her aspiration: 

14, ‘The substantial advantages of a different order which Persia will gain 
rnder the proposed settlement: are the following :-— 


(a) The revision of the existing treaties as ennmerated in para;

\without seeking to impose nnreasonably onerous restrictions, 


16. It is the earnest wish of His Majesty's Government that their views, as 
vet forth in the present memorandum, shall receive careful and sympathetic con- 
Sideration, and that, if, as they trust, the Persian Government really wish for a 
settlement and agree in principle to the general lines of the negotiations now 
Jroposed, the subsequent negotiations in matters of detail will rapidly be brought 
{oa mutually satisfactory conclusion, It is a matter of sincere disappointment to 
His Majesty's Government that the protracted negotiations which have been in 
brogress since the hezinning of last year have hitherto produced so little result, 
They feel sure that, if their endeavours to overcome the difficulties still outstandi 
‘re met by the Persian Government in a like spirit of goodwill and co-operation, it 
‘will not be long before all those difficulties are finally overcome.

At the same 
titne, the co-operation of the French and Dutch Goveraments should be most, useful 
if only inirectly, as showing the Persian-Government that other countries beside: 
Great Britain and India are actively interested in the South Persia route. ‘The more 
tho Persian Government, are pressed by other Governments for permission to use this 
route, the more diflioult it will be for them to close it altogether to international trafic. 
Nevertheless, joint representations at Tehran by the ropresentatives of the intereste! 
Governwents night merely lead the Persian Government to suspect that His Majesty’s 
Government had themselves organised these representations and had invoked the 
assistance of other Governments to serve their own interests, It might, for this 
roason, be preferable that the French and Dutch Governments. should for the present 
continue independently to press the Persian Government for the facilities which they 
require to operate the South Persian routo for a less restricted period. 1 shall he glad 
to receive your observations on this point. 

3, As regards the possibility, suggested in your telegram No, 168 of the 
18th July, of dealing with this question in conjunction with that of the removal from 
Persia of the Bushire Residency, I consider that it would be definitely undesirable to 
treat the question of an extension of Imperial Airways’ concession in connexion with 
the present general negotiations. For the present it is necessary to concentrate 0: 
securing the abandonment by Persia of her unsatisfactory attitude on othor points, 
without introducing into the negotiations a fresh reqnirement on the part of lis 
Majesty's Government, which in itself is known to be regarded by the Persisa 
Government with so much disfavour. ‘The removal of the Bushire Residency, 
may be required in order to bring the general negotiations to a satisfactory conclusion, 
and it should not be used for any other purpose unless aud until istied th 
tho desiderata of His Majesty's Government. in these negotiations can be sec 
without the aid of this further concession to Persian susceptibilities. If, however, th 
general negotiations reach a satisfactory conclusion and if you think there is » 
reasonable chanee of persuading the Persian Government in this manner to grant the 
required extension, you may then approwch them on the lines proposed.

He said they really had none at ull, except that four years ago two. well-known 
Turkish Kurdish chiefs had settled down on the Persian side of the frontier, and 
in spite of repeated protests from the Turkish Government and the usual, promises 
ty the Persian Goverument, no steps had been taken to remove them, On the other 
fund, the rctification of the frontier on the eastern side of Lesser Ararat. was 
tssential to Turkey, to enable her to control the situation in future.

He maintained that Ismet Pasha had 
wen the villian of the piece, and in order to strengthen his own position in Turkey 
had been responsible for the series of exaygerated press reports from Constantinople, 
Tewfik Rushdi Pasha he hud nover been able to take seriously, The ‘Turkish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs liad no convictions, and was at any moment ready to 

opt a different policy. What he did not understand was the real attitude of the 
zi, who, on the one hand, had apparently done nothing to stop this anti-Persian 
propaganda, while, ou the other, he had always spoken in the most, fulsome 
of Purco-Persian friendship. As regards Memdonh Chevkot’s resignation, 

Maintained that this was undoubtedly. brought about by the antagoniem. of the 
Turkish General Staff, who had accused him of being pro-Persian, and of being out.

encouraging the Kurds by allowing them to mamtain their language, by promising 
them schools, and in other ways by trying to raise the general standard of living 
among the Iraqi Kurds. This policy, he feared, must in the end have a disturbing 
effect both on the Turkish and the Persian Kurds, and he said frankly that, if he 
were a Turkish or Persian Kurd, his whole sympathy would be with the policy of 
the Iraq Government; as it was, however, he looked to the future with anxiety, and 
the Shah was undoubtedly perturbed. Although the fraq Government might not be 
in fayour of a united Kurdistan, yet their present policy had the appearance of « 
first step in that direction, His Highness said that he had read the speeches which 
Major Young and Jaafar Pasha had recently made in Suleimanieh, and though he 
quite realised the good faith of the Iraq Government and their British advisers in 
the matter, he wished to let me know frankly his own views. He endorsed Memdouh 
Chevket’s opinion about the correctness of the Soviet Government in this particular 
question, although he was equally suspicious of the Armenians. 

6. Finally, I asked him about the question of frontier rectification on Lesser 
Ararat, and whether he thought the Turkish demands were reasonable. He said 
he was not prepared to express an opinion himself, but could only state that the 
orsfan General Staff were most strongly opposed to any ontession to the ‘ark 
Government in that, region, lioth from a strategic point of view, and al se 4 
rectification of the frontier, such as the Turks wished for, would tly resented 
by the Kurds, and the whole odium would fall on the Persian Governient.

Department from Persia. 
Finanee 


FOR the purposes of this memorandum it is necessary to assume some date from 
Which the Department will cease its activities in Persia, and the date assumed i 
Ist October, 1930, 

‘A statement is attached which shows that, on the Ist October, 1930, the total 
debt due to the Department. from Persia will amount. 12,13.452 rupees (£91,000), 
Jnut, under article 12 of the convention of 1901, if the British Government withdraw 
from the Central Persia line, the line is to be handed over to the Persian Government 
in its existing condition and Persia will be free from any further payment on account 
of the construction of the line, It would appear, therefore, that we are not in a 

[5091] ad 
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position to make a claim for the outstanding balance of the debt on the line, 
‘amounting to 5,67,760 rupees (£42,552). 

‘The Kerman-Bunder Abbas line was built during the war withont the consent 
of Persia. An agreement relating to it was signed by the Persian Minister of Posts 
‘nd Telegraplis and the director of this Department at ‘Tehran but was not ratified 
Aevinee ‘agreement was submitted to Persia in July 1926, but no further action 
has taken place in the matter, In the meantime, we have been working on the 
original agreement and crediting Persia with the revenue due for local traffic and 
Withholding the payment of one quarter of the rental of the Central Persia Tine, 
which, by the torms of the agreement, was to go towards repayment of the cost of 
construction, ‘The sum so recovered will, on the Ist October. 1930, amount, to 
2,90,814 rupees, leaving a balance still due from Persia of 2,78,68 rupees (£20,923).

‘Che reason alleged for this attitude was 
that any concessions which they made to us in this matter would le claimed by the 
Ruasiags, At the same time, the Minister of Court almost. went out of his way to 
Assure me that the Persian Government would always welcome the visit of British 
warships, and begged me to endeavour to make yo realise the dilficulties of the 
Persian Governnient ois-d-rie the Russians and the question of Persian amour-propre 
in this connexion, ‘The very fact that His Majesty's ships tiad always in the past 
and continued today to ports wheneyer they wished by simple 
notification was resented by the Persian Government, stupidly, perhaps, hie addes 
Nut none the Tess it was felt that, id His Majesty's ships frst aa ed for and obtained 
permission in accordance With international custom, an old grievance would be Laid.

enter the inner harbour, there could hardly be a more wnpleasint and exposed 
anchorage than lying off Reshire in the open sea in rough weather 

5, 1 venture to submit, therefore, that the whole. question of the visits of 
British warships to Persian ports should again be considered in the light of tke 
following considerations, 

‘On the one hand, it las wlways been the practive in the past, and it is undoubtedly 
of convenience, to'be able to call at any Persian port at any time by notification 
specially: when notification can, in exceptional eases, be deferred until arrival ix 


‘On the other hand, the Persian Government have long since resented this. and 


the local authorities hhave in recent years, on more than one occasion, been deliberately 
diseourteous, In no case, so far as Tam aware, have they welcomed a visit from 
one of Tis Mujesty's ships, Tt is undoubtedly within the power of the Persian 
Government to prevent the officers and men landing: as they did at Abadan last year 
in the ease of the Royal Indian Marine Ship “Clive.” 

6. In these circumstances, I am inclined to think that the advantages of 
uoceding to the Persian demand, provided always that exception is made for Henjam 
tnd Abadan, and Bushire if possible until the residency can be moved, may eves 
outweigh the disadvantages if the resulting change ensures courteous treatment from 
the local authorities and a less hostile attitude on their part. Moreover, in cases 
Of extreme urgency, permission can no doubt be obtained it a comparatively short 
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time, either directly through the Minister of Court or through the Prime Minister, 
in spite of the absurd arrangement whereby all such requests have to be submitted 
for approval fo the Council of Ministers,

IN continuation of my despatch No, 495 of the 7th October, I have the honour 
to inform you that the Minister for Foreign Affairs, to whom { had notified

2, In view of these difficulties and the categorival statement that after the 
1st Junnary our consular post would have to conform to the ordinary: postal regula- 
tions, I requested the oriental secretary to seek am interview with the Minister of 
Posts and Telegraphs and discuss with him as frankly as possible the question of 
consular bags and of the Legation parcels bags vit Russia 
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3. Mr. Havard saw the Minister of Posts and Telegraphs on the 15th October, 
aud T enclose summary of the conversation which passed. | The Minister appeared 
aisles toitalp, padyided tak he pieige Gr bis Mloiinration sree.uibald, HS 
promised to study the matter and to let me know what, if any, special arrangements 
could be made. 

4. The Minister in question, who in general political matters is somewhat of 
aback-number, and who, in consequence, hias little direct contact with this Legation, 
may possibly have felt Mattered at my direct appeal to him for a satisiactory 
arrangement and, unless overruled by Teymourtache, may, well try to find some 
aceeptable solution. His suggestion of a system of couriers, made withont any hint 
from the oriental secretary, would appear to show that he is not unwilliny to make 
some concession, Tn the meantime I have suggested to the Government of Tndia that 
Duzdap vice late might be used from tow on as a clearing honse for letters to 
ind from Meshed and Seista 

In conclusion, the remark let {ill by the Minister as regards the 1841 treaty 
may be regarded. as an echo of the view probably expressed at some recent meetiniz 
of the Council of Ministers.

1 SPENT nearly two hours this morning with the Minister of Posts and 
raph. He talked a good deal of all he had. done and was going to do. in his 
Ministry, and I did my best to encourage him and generally butter him up. At 
agth ie allowed me to broach the subject matter of my visit, 1 said that Farrokh 
id telephoned me yeste bout Meshed consulate-general and a consular big, 
saying that the provisional agreement only covered Duzdap and Bushire, 1 pointed 
it to Minister special necessity for ensuring safoty of Meshed mails and suggested 
that consul-general, Meshed, and consul, Seistan, send their letters by safo hand to 
vice-consul, Dizdap, who would then bave them put into bags in Persian Post Otfice 
nd sent off, ‘The same arrangement to hold for incoming mail, letters for Se 
‘ind Mestied being. in double envelopes, the outer one being addressed to. vieo: 
Duzdap. He said he thought there was no objection but would find out 
ested thit it would be more in conformity with regular practice for consulate 
ut Meshed to hand over a bag to Post Oitice, Meshied, for carriage to Dizdap, and 
said he had quite a reliable postmaster at Mesbed, and the person who carried the 
mils was also worthy of confidence, I countered this suggestion by saying the mail 
ad not always been a person of confidence, that we knew our mails had 
been tampered with im the past, that there were very important letters going ont 
from Meshed and that at was a long and lonely way to Duzdup; that T did not doubt 
that his Excellency had worked wonders in ‘Tehran and places nearer, but that since 
the Agabekoff revelations we simply wanted tranquillity of mind as regards o 
provincial post. THe sitid he had read articles by Agabekoft, but 1 told him, that 
Agabekolt had told the Suréte many details which had not appeared in the press 
ii that T could assure him that there was every necessity for us to make sure that 
Sur letters were in really safe hands He admitted that perhaps he had not yet had 
sufficient time to reorgunise the provincial posts a4 he had succeeded in doing. at 
Tehran, but that he would speed up matters. T agreed and said it was just during 
such a period that we wanted security, He promised to enquire and see if what 1 
Luguested could be granted, I then referred to the general question of the provisional 
agreement and asked for a prolongation and gave him many reasons. 1 pointed out 
that the consul-general at Bushire was also political resident and received diplomatic 
hays for the carrying on of his work outside Persia, THe said that he thought: the 
Persian Government only recognised him as consul-general, but T said that that was 
true as being the point of view of the Persian Government of to-day, but that he had 
originally gone there as the result of a treaty with Persia. He said he thought that 
the subsequent war of 1856 put an end to that treaty, T replied that there were two 
points of view and that international law did not give a definite pronouncement on 
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the question. But apart from that the fact remained that that officer was for 
purposes outside Persia a diplomatic agent corresponding direct, with Ministries 
th London and India, ‘The Minister said he had heard that he might leave Persia 
and L said that was true, but while he remained we would like to have the provisional 
period extended for Bushire as well as for Duzdap. He suggested a system of 
yrariers, and L said that if the Persian Government would accept that, it would be

A credit of 8 million tomans (nominally £2500,000) sas 
alto placed at the disposal of the Ministry of Roads and Communications to finish 
the work already hegun, and if possible prolong te railway during the current 
financial year ending the 20th March, 1931

Minister of Roads and Communications , and certain Deputies fo the 
‘wasteful methods of the railway’ syndicate, the membors of whieh went so far, it was 
Alleged, as to charge the Goverament the dinners they ole to their friends. Some 
jurprisingly plain speiking was indulged in regarding the need for a railway at all 
one Deputy ‘being so bold ax to describe the. work iy Hone fs, oda 
18 million tomans. ‘Tagh: Zadeh found bimeelf in a rather embar position 
when he was reminded of the reasons which had been officially adduced by the 
Government in 1928 for entrusting the constriction of the line to private firms.

monopoly. . This last alternative might certainly prove a thost Incrative undertaking 
it being’a far cry to the days when the mullahs were able to inflame public opiniss 
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gainst the grant of a similar concession to a British company. ‘The element of risk 
could not be disregarded, however, even under preseut conditions, Most interesting 
js the fact—if there is any trnth in the "Iran 8" report—that the Persian Govern 
ment are actually considering the advisabihty of raising a foreign loan.

fumove the department from Persia, subject to certain minor conditions in the south, 
find to forgo claims which, on the basis of Mr, New's memorandum, of which he 
had a copy, amounted to some £150,000. 

3. His Highness said he readily admitted the generosity of His Majesty's 
Government in these matters, and it was quite untrue that the Persian Government 
did not appreciate it, but he hoped T would still try to represent to my Government 
the diftieulties of his own, From the Persian point of view Bahrein was the crix 
of the whole matter, and though we had agreed that in the treaty there should be 
tiothing to indicate that one point was a definite set-off against some other point, vet 
in fact he considered that His Majesty’s Government had, in order to clear up the 
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future posit agreed in principle to make various concessions. 1 said 
it was all very well for him to insist on the Persian point of view about Bahrein, 
but, he must. remember that we denied altogether the justification of the Persian 
claim to Bahrein, ‘The concessions that we were making were very largely voluntary 
concessions in order to clear up any possible sources of future friction, The only 
tangible thing we were getting out of this treaty was the Henjam Protocol to 
regularise a position which had existed for some twenty-five years, and yet in the 
Henjam Protocol there were a number of points which were quite unsatisfactory ; 

for instance, did the Persians still want to keep an unnecessarily large number 
of police and a military force? Why could not His Majesty's Goverument, as a 
Tease of a small part of the island, be free to do what they wanted in the small area 
for whieh thi paying a rent? Why did the Persians wish to confine us to the 
use of the Ww for communication with British warships only? ‘There might 
often be ocx d be necessary to comn e with His Majesty's 
flying boats in the Gulf, or with merchant ships, His Highness said that, personally 
he had no objection to the wireless station receiving messages from the flying, boats 
or from merchant ships, provided that the wireless was uot used for commercial 
purposes. I said there was no question of this; what we objected to were the 
unecessary restrictions of freedom of the use of wireles hues thought 
this could he arranged

up before the Majlis, He dectined to believe that His Majesty's Government could 
‘pt dues a Arab sheikh, hpwever ahstinate, to accept some such fair and rensonable 
arrangement. Tn his opinion, this should certainly be less difficult than persuading 
the Howe of Commons to forgo the debt when the treaty came np for ratification,

to do this there would be no end to the treaty; I might just as well insist on a 
satisfactory settlement of the diplomatic and consular bags being brought into the 
treaty, We then discnssed for some time this latter question, about which I am 
repotting soparatel 

7. Once more he returned to double income tax, and said it was a question of 
great importance to the Persian Government, and fe only wanted His Majesty’

to you what he had said. In conclusion, T would say that the atmosphere at the 
luncheon party was extremely friendly. “It was, 1 suppose, a compliment to His 
Majesty's Legation for the Minister for Foreign Affairs to invite myself and the 
whole staff to meet tho Minister of Court and the: whole Cabinet. ‘Teymourtache, 


who hud evidently heen rather taken hack by my letter about the articles in, the 
newspapers, became much more friendly as the afternoon progressed, and ended by 
assuring me that Persia could have no interest in changing the status yuo and 
upsetting our friendly relations while I was on leave, and they were still hoping to 
get the treaty settled.

“observed that the holders of passports or identity papers issued by the sheikhs of the 
Gulf coasts: are Persians, who, for the lack of a guardian, were compelled to take 
out travelling papers from the latter sheikhs, and, therefore, for these reasons, it 
was not possible to recognise such papers and issue visas on them, instructions have 
been issued by the Imperial Government to the frontier officials to issue exit and 
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entry paaces to travellers coming from the southern coasts of the Gulf on their entry 
into Versian territory against payment by them of statutory fees.

Thaye heard recently the two following remarks: From a senior officer: ‘Ten 
years ago T used to dream of Persia being ruled by a strong character who would 
iio exactly what the present Shah is doing for the country’; and from a junior

‘When he first came to the throne, the Shah, who is of an exceedingly suspicious 
nature, being uncertain of his position, allowed none of his generals to become. too 
powerful.

from the kran, which is most pronounced, has been very much localised, thanks to 
the exchange control, or, rather, the dearth of exchange. ‘The merchant tends to buy 
Goods for stocks, but the demand has been such, and the rise in prices so enormous, 
that goods change hands several times a day, textiles being known to show differences 
of 100 per cent. in the space of twelve hours”. The average Persian prefers to put his 
money in carpets, he can afford it, in house property, which accounts for the 
tremendous impetus given to house construction in all Persian towns to-day. 

4. The possibility of allowing the rate to find its own level was also debated, 
According to the chief manager of the Imperial Bank of Persia, it would 
undoubtedly go to silver point, which, with silver at a little over 15 pence, is now in 
the neighbourhood of 120, and come back later to a more reasonable figure. It is 
extremely unlikely, however, that the Government will follow this course, as they 
are allready sufficiently frightened at the idea of the extra expenditure they will 
incur if the rate were to tise to.90 or 100, (The Government, it will be remembered, 
now obtaing the whole of its exchange requirements, about £50,000 a month, from the 
banks, at the official rate of 60, of course.) When this proposal was put forward, 
Dr. Lindenblate stated that, if it were adopted, the two banks would have to Ax, the 
rate of the day every morning. Mr. Wilkinson remarked to me that the National 
Bank had a great liking for these agreements, which it never kept, whereas they tied 
the hands of the Imperial Bank of Persia. “He instanced the case of their mutta 
agreement to adopt the “resale” system (mentioned in my memoranda of the 
5th October and the 5th November), subject to not more than 75 per cent. of the 
amount purchased being resold to the real purchaser, whereas he had recently 

iscovered that the National Bank now accepted to resell’ as much as 100 per cent. in 
way. Tt cannot be an easy matter for Mr. Wilkinson to maintain harmortions 
relations with such a reptilian creature as Dr. Lindenblatt. 

5. ‘The bazaar rate in Tehran touctied 116 some weeks ago, since when it has 
weakened to 92, with few buyers. ‘This is probably due to the market being saturated 
with goods rushed in from all sides, including Russia, when prices began to mount 
rapidly, and also to the realisation that there is a limit to the prices which the 
consumer will pay. ‘The drop seems pretty general in the provinces, acentding to the

6. ‘Teymourtache gave Mr, Wilkinson to understand-the Legation stressed 
the point in one of its recent’ notes to the Persian Government—-that he was 
beginning to realise the importance of determining without further delay the 
exchange value of the Kran in terms of foreign currency at a rate which would also 
serve as the Kcran-rial rate of conversion when the new currency is eventually 
introduced. Mr. Wilkinson told his Highness that, if that were done, there would 
bo'an end to all thoir difficulties; the exchange control could be abolished: capital 
would start flowing back to Persia with the return of confidence, The present fight 
from the kran was entirely due to the prevailing uncertainty in regard to the 
Government's intentions (rhe Imperial Bank of Persin have just. been asked to 
defer the withdrawal of the 


f Niotes as the new notes will not be ready before August) 
%. How ignorant Teymourtache still is of the simplest economic principles ie 


illustrated by one of his questions at the last meeting of the Economio Council. He 
asked hat would happen to the new eurtency if the supply of exchange at the rate 
fixed by ‘the Government proved inadequate to the demand! This confirms the 
suspicion T have always had that the Government imagines that the existence of a 
gold reserve sufficed in itself to stabilise a currency; one merely left it untouched in 
foreign banks, allowing it to bear interest, while a Currenoy Board, composed of the 
“old gang" (the Dekerckheers and Lindenblatts, &c., who could always be relied 
upon to do what they were told), twiddled their thumbs in blissful peace and 
tranquillity, and drank tea to the health of the gold standard. The first essential, of 
course, will be that the Government should gradually put on the market the oil 
royalty which it recsives every it always used to do until 1057-25 te 
‘would be tensonable to suppose that this would be enough to support the exchange, 
given a rate which will lend to a general improvement in the export trade, an sil 
Toyalty which continued to bring in over 1 million sterling a year, and teasonatly 
sold Government finance—which is perhaps a great deal to expect. One canoer 
help feeling distinctly anxious at the thought of a currency under unfettered Persian

5. Teymourtache, at the meetings of the Economic Council mentioned above, 
‘would not hear of the Russian question being discussed, as being quite distinct from 
the general exchange question, which is a moot point. According to all accounts it is 
causing the Government serious concern, as it may well do, ‘The Trade Agreement 
between the two countries has not been’ renewed, and the negotiations which have 
been carried on sporadically seem to have led nowhere. In fact, recent developments 
show that the Soviet Government is all for forgetting the sacrosanct principle of the 
balance of trade, in any case as Jong as there 1s no foreign exchange to be bought. in 
ue Oe Yosteeeanutalnie, recently announced that the Russian trade organisa- 
tions would in future pay for their purchases in krans—which seems an excellent 
way of getting rid of their kran accumulations—and that the Russian frontier 
would no longer be open to the exports of Persian merchanty as heretofore, although 
itis ail open to those Persian exporters who have debls to vay (itis Majesty's 
consul-general at Meshed reports that the latest arrangements with the big Persian 
traders, with whom the Russians now deal almost exclusively, are for payments to be 
made half in krans and half in kind.) ‘These purchases are now very extensive, and 
include articles which Russia has seldom, if ever, purchased before, such as carpets 
‘on a large scale and clarified butter. Moreover, like all purchases which are being 
made at the present moment with a view to obtain exchange, they are effected at 
prices which give the producer a return quite unwarranted by the state of the 
world market, The Russians, for instance, are buying almonds and gum tragacanth 
At 10 to 18 per cent, over London rulings, : 

10, On the other hand, the Russians sell their own goods either against sterling 
or the Persian products they particularly need, as already mentioned in previous 
reports, or against krans, when prices have been driven up sufficiently high to render 

rofitable the export of produce, or even of silver, Generally speaking, they seem to 
Fetolding up stocks in the south, but importing and selling more plentifuliy'in the
